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Let Suburbanites Take Note 


No more powerful argument for expan- 
sion of Atlanta’s city limits could be asked 
than was contained in two court decisions 
during the past week. 

On Thursday, the Georgia Supreme 
Court declared unconstitutional statutes 
which empower Fulton County Commis- 
sioners to set speed limits outside incor- 
porated municipalities. On Friday, the 
Fulton Superior Court held unconstitu- 
tional the collection by the County of 
occupational license fees. 

In both instances the courts ruled that 
the General Assembly does not have any 
right to delegate to any County the power 
to levy any except specified taxes, nor 
‘to enact general laws such as speed laws. 

Thus, Fulton County is left without any 
means of punishing automobile drivers 
who choose to speed through the thickly 
populated sections of the County at any 
speed under the 55-mile-an-hour limit set 
by State law. And with the occupational 
tax voided, the County not only loses 


A Perfect Illustration 


It often was said of OPA control that 
it was fine for the other fellow. Until it 
touched a pocketbook it was not objec- 
tionable.

Government controls. But when they sag 
there is a loud outcry for Government to 
step in and put a floor under prices. 

A perfect illustration is at hand. 

The Atlanta Restaurant Association has 
bought a dairy and wants to buy milk 
from it and have it delivered to them— 
the owners. 


approximately $100,000 annually in reve- 
nue, but is bereft of virtually any control 
over business establishments which may 
choose to operate: 

If, on the other hand, the more thickly 
populated suburban areas were included 
in the municipality, traffic control would 
be under jurisdiction of the city, and busi- 
ness establishments would be subject to 
the same licenses as those now in the 
incorporated limits. 

It is not irrelevant to ask the residents 
of suburban areas if they prefer to live 
in a political subdivision in which reason- 
able speed laws can be enforced, or 
whether they would rather hazard their 
own and their families’ lives and limbs at 
the whims of irresponsible speedsters. 

The Constitution believes there can 
be but one answer. And the quicker the 
city limits can be expanded, assuring the 
suburban areas of reasonable traffic con- 
trols, the better for the safety and peace 
of mind of the residents of those areas. 


They have begun to encounter trouble. 

The Milk Control Board, some mem- 
bers of which have been charged with 
being able to hear only what the distrib- 
utors say anyhow, has made no statement, 
but the restaurant committee reports a 
first statement, later withdrawn, was to 
the effect that a permit “probably” could 
not be granted.

The Constitution does 
not believe it possible the Milk Control 
Board will have the effrontery to uphold 
a monopoly. 


A Case of Rare Good Sense 


City officials responsible for planning 


the new route for automobile traffic may 
well hold in their hands the key to the 
future development of Atlanta, particu- 
larly of the downtown area. Already, 
many larger cities are suffering with that 
new twentieth century disease called traf- 
fic rot. Among them are New York, Bos- 
ton, Hartford and others. 

Traffic rot is caused by inadequate 
planning for routes that will provide for 
the free*flow of vehicles and ample facili- 
ties for parking them. Cities which have 
been caught short in this respect find that 
consumers—and that means customers— 
carry their trade to places more easily ac- 
cessible by automobile. 

Atlanta at this time is on the threshold 
of the greatest development in its history. 
That is not Chamber of Commerce talk. 
It comes in hard figures and facts gath- 
ered by the Georgia Power Company and 
by the Southern Bell Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company. In another few years, 
these surveys reveal, Atlanta’s population 
will be 1,000,000. 


But the surveys are based on the as- 
sumption that no artificial restraints will 
be placed upon the city’s growth. And 
failure to provide adequate traffic routes 
and parking facilities would come under 
the head of such restraint. 


The City of Atlanta plans to put some 


$10,000,000 into the north-south traffic con- 
necting route. It will be a gigantic project 
and its possibilities for enhancing our al- 
ready enviable position are tremendous. 

It is, therefore, fitting that city offi- 
cilals have taken the advice of the State 
Highway engineer and halted plans to con- 
struct a series of viaducts west of Spring 
street. Warren Neel, State Highway En- 
gineer, refused to approve plans because 
his own surveys showed automobile traf- 
fic was increasing faster east rather than 
west of the downtown section. 

It ‘vas a somewhat courageous action 
on Mr. Neel’s part, for the city has been 
planning for sometime on the west side 
viaducts and undoubtedly no little sum has 
been spent getting blueprints and specifica- 
tions in shape. It was equally courageous 
of Mayor Hartsfield and other city fathers, 
however, to drop the prepared course im- 
mediately upon finding it would not be 
the answer to the problem. 

The actions of both were based on 
rare common sense. Plans for a traffic 
route of the kind needed must be based 
on future needs of a growing center. And 
the city cannot afford to squander $10,000,- 
000 on a project which in a very few years 
would have served its purpose. 

Atlantans can only hope that the Mayor 
and others concerned will use the same 
kind of good sense in determining a new 
location for the route.

Tell Our Story 


Last year one soap company in this country 
4 spent $30,000,000, mostly on the radio, to sell soap 
ca | ae to the women of, this country. 
I offer no objection. 

But, I do offer objection, not as a Democrat or Republican, but 
as an American, to the proposal that this country shall not be al- 
lowed to spend as much money on a program of information—not 
propaganda—which lets the people of the world who do not have 
access to our newspapers and domestic radio know the facts of life 
about this country. 

I want them to know that we are not a nation of imperialists, 
militarists, gangsters and boors, as the Russian propaganda service 
daily informs Europe and South America. I want them to know we 
are not a nation of Hollywood divorcees; that our daily fare is not 
race riots and strikes. 

I want them to know those things when they occur, but I also 
want them to know we are a nation where dams are built, where 
wheat is grown, where children are fed milk; that we have artists, 
musicians, orchestras, writers and good well-meaning people who 
want peace and have a way of life they believe is best produc- 
tive of a good standard of living and peace. 

Who is on my side? 

Secretary of State Marshall, speaking out of his personal experi- 
ence in China, Russia and other parts of the world, says it is vital. 

Secretary of Commerce Harriman, former Ambassador to the 
Soviet Union and the Court of St. James, declares it necessary. 

Gen. Eisenhower, Adm. Nimitz, out of their own experience, 
view as imperative the need for better understanding abroad. 

Present Ambassador to the Soviet Union, Bedell Smith, puts it 
first on his priority list. 

It is ridiculous to assume these men would declare vital anything 
which was “leftist” or unnecessary. 

It has been said it does not reach an audience. 

Who says so? 

Not a single person who knows. 

The Russians say they are hearing it. Marshall Tito publicly 
and officially has commented on the fact his people were listening. 
Thousands of letters, commenting on the program, asking for further 
information about America, seeking information about missing rela- 
tives have been received. 

About 84 percent of almost half a million such letters asked to 
be put on the mailing list for schedules. In the first four months of 
this year alrnost 80,000 such letters have been received in 14 lan- 
guages. Keep in mind it is difficult to write such letters from many 
countries. 


It is argued our news associations can do it. 
That is preposterous. 

They send a schedule of news. But editors who receive it select 
what will sell their papers. Tommy Manville’s tenth marriage gets 
a play. So do lynchings in Georgia and the expose of the latest 
Hollywood love nest. 

In a trip around the world in 1945 I saw the children and adults 
of Turkey, China, India, Egypt, Australia, Iran and of European 
countries flocking to see educational movies of our farms, steel mills, 
factories, and home life; flocking to see our books, magazines and 
pictures. It.is true, too, in South America. 7 

I saw it again Jast year in Germany, Italy and Greece. 

A short while ago I had a letter from independent and incor- 
ruptible newsmen who were amazed to see in Peiping, Singapore, 
Rangoon and Saigon how eagerly the people were devouring facts, 
not propaganda, about the United States. All over the world the 
hunger for American books and information is great. Shall they 
receive only books from Russia and other nations? 

There has been so much of pettiness in opposition to this pro- 
gram of information. 

Those who disliked OWE transferred their dislike to this serv- 
ice. It is not the same. OWE and OWIAA had about 11,000 per- 
sonnel in the last year of the war, OIC has 3,000 and I submit the 
responsibilities are as great.

Y of the opponents of this service which Secretary of 
State George Marshall declares to be vital, attack its director, Wil- 
liam Benton, because, of all things, he was a partner of Chester 
Bowles 12 long years ago. As far as I am concerned Chester Bowles 
is looking better every day'as a prophet, but he has nothing to do 
with William Benton or the OIC. 

They attack a selection of pictures from modern American art. 
I don’t know how good it was and neither do the chief critics. The 
answer seems to be that in Czechoslovakia, where it currently is be- 
ing shown, great crowds have seen it and a request has been made 
for an extension of its stay. 

There is petty and unfair criticism of its programs. 

The critics made this error. They forget the fact the programs 
are aimed, not at Americans who know about their country, but at 
peoples in other lands who don’t. The programs must be keyed to 
that fact. 

That there have been errors and inefficient acts I am sure is 
true. The personnel is human. 

During the war this country spoke with a loud voice. 

In peace it is even more important that her real story be made 
known and she speaks loudly, but factually, so that in all the 
confusion and clamor of ideologies there may be one sure voice 
speaking out for the American ideal and way of life, letting the 
world know the light still burns in the torch of liberty and freedom 
for the individual man.

Is Slogan for Today 


This is Citizenship Day. Known, also, as 
“tT Am an American Day.” It is the, day set 
aside for welcoming new citizens as Americans, 


those who have been naturalized during the past 12 months. 

It should be, too, a day of rededication by all of us to all those 
ideals of freedom, of equality of opportunity, of brothérhood, which 
constitute the bedrock of that ethical structure we call Ameri- 
canism. 

Most of us hold a belief that this idea, Americanism, consti- 
tutes the principal hope for the achievement of a world with last- 
ing peace, a world of brotherhood, a world wherein all nations 
shall know and enjoy the Four Freedoms. We hold our Ameri- 
canism to be a sort of leaven which, in due time, will permeate the 
fabric of world society and bring a better way of life to all men. 


*y #48 If this be true, and we believe it is, 
Our Responsibility Americanism can only work its benefi- 
cent leavening upon the world if we, Americans all, make Ameri- 
canism more perfect by upholding, in our daily lives, in our con- 
duct, and in our most secret hearts, those ideals which are the 
root of America and all for which it stands. 


We cannot expect Americanism to exert any influence if we 
are not ourselves worthy exponents of that theory of human so- 
ciety, that ideology of human organization. 


So, it seems to me, this day, “I Am an American Day” is a 
suitable time for a little honest soul searching. It is a good day 
on which to ask ourselves, each one of us privately and with utmost 
honesty. “How much of an American am I? To what percentage 
of the American credo do I, in my inmost heart, subscribe? Am I 
100 percent an American? Or is my Americanism only a weak 
thing, a convenient lip service to ideals of which I, actually, believe 
only a part?” 

A good way to begin that personal evaluation of personal Ameri- 
canism would be to read, once again, the Constitution of the United 
States. 

The Constitution is the legal foundation of America, it is the 
written measuring staff by which we can know our stature as 
Americans. 

Read it, clause by clause, paragraph by paragraph, amendment 
by amendment. After each one wait a little while and search your 
conscience, asking if, in regard to that particular clause you are, 
truly and completely, an American. 


Do not ask whether or not you agree with some 
Be Honest particular clause, some amendment. That is no 
longer an issue. The Constitution itself, each amendment, has been 
ter and adopted by separate action of three-fourths of the 
tates. 

Freedom of religion is provided in the Constitution. Perhaps 
you do not, 100 percent, believe in freedom of religion. There 
may be a sect or two you consider a public danger and which, if 
you had your way, would be limited in their activities. That is not 
true freedom of religion. As an American you must believe in, and 
practice, full religious freedom which means the right of those 
with whom, on religious faith, you most completely disagree, to 
worship as they desire. Or, for that matter, not to worship at all. 

Do you believe that, for no reason whatever save conviction of 
felony, a citizen of the United States shall suffer abridgement of 
his right to vote? That, with many of us, is a ticklish question. 
Read the amendment concerning the right of all to vote and hon- 
estly ask if you are 100 percent American on this point. 

America cannot become example to the world, cannot be a 
leavening force, until all Americans are, in fullest sense, true citi- 
zens. If you believe in America, live America. Without secret 
exceptions, without private qualifications to the tenets of full 
Americanism.

That Isn't 
Wasteful Spending 


The news story about the Budget Commission 
turning over an additional $175,000 to the State 
Parks Department for parks improvement at a 
time when the Budget Commission was pleading for every State 
department to reduce its personnel might have seemed incongruous 
to some officials and many citizens. Actually it was not. The new 
money is urgently needed to put the 26 parks into shape for opening 
for this Summer. Unless repairs are made now, the cabins and 
facilities already deteriorating, will waste away. It is not false 
economy to keep equipment in good condition. On the other hand, 
every State department should cut off nonessential employees, with- 
out any economy instructions from the Chief Executive. It is not 
economical to pad the State pay rolls. The taxpayers would much 
prefer to put their money into a good system of State parks which 
all can enjoy than to put it into the pockets of politicians who 
perform no useful service.

THERE LIVED in Orlando at 
the turn of the century an. Eng- 
lishman by the names of Charles 
Lord. He was in the grocery 


| business there and he prospered;

Billy, who was forty-two 
years old when he was trans- 
planted, lived to the prodig- 
ious age of 84, He became a 
public character, his  birth- 
days were reported in the 
press — and some of his

The story goes that one year 
Mrs. Billy so aroused the wrath 
of her husband—a newspaper ac- 
count says that it was because she 
failed to produce any young that 
year—that he drowned her. After 
that, as he became older, he be- 
came meaner.

Mayor Stops 
Spring Street 
Viaduct Plans 


Mayor Hartsfield Saturday had 
directed Robert & Company, engi- 


neers on a proposed viaduct proj- | 


ect west of Spring Street, to 
abandon work after failure of the 
State Highway Department to ap- 
prove it. 

The City will join the State 
Highway Division and members of 
the Metropolitan Bond Commis- 
sion, named to co-ordinate ex- 
penditure of Atlanta and Fulton 
County traffic improvement bonds, 
in seeking a solution of south 
bound traffic congestion through 
a modification of the plan, which 
was proposed by Harry Lochner 
and Associates. 

Lochner recommended a_ de- 
pressed expressway east of the 
central business district. The pro- 
gram was said to contemplate a 
surface highway in the same gen- 
eral area. 

Robert & Company was given a 
contract several months ago to 
perfect plans for a huge viaduct 
spanning the railway tracks west 
of Spring Street, and submitted a 
multi-million dollar proposal, 
which the State Highway Depart- 
ment turned down Thursday. 

Hartsfield sent copies of the 
letter stopping Robert & Company 
to Charlie Brown, of the Fulton 
County Commission; Raymond W.

NY's I shall meet him,” she 
said. 

The thought gave her a 
thrill of anticipation. 

While the old Gattolo of the Mala- 
testas was being torn down to make 
way for a new fortress palace, Sigis-. 
mondo, himself, would be living in 
the near-by Palace of Roelli.. 

The year was 1438, and the gir! 
was Isotta Atti. 
20 years old, and the daughter of 


Francisco degli Atti, a wealthy mer- 
chant of Rimini, Italy. 

Though not conventionally beauti- 
ful, Isotta was already an appealing 
and fascinating woman. 

It is recorded by those who knew 
her, that will, ardor and intellect were 
evenly balanced in her nature. Her 
face, as it is seen today in numerous 
busts and medallions, shows not so 
much beauty as it does resolve and 
endurance, and a patience that has 
become legendary. 7 

As for Sigismondo, then Lord of 
Rimini, 
famous family of Malatesta, he was 
obviously destined to become the most 
famous of them all. Hadn’t he de- 
livered Rimini from the hands of its 
enemies when he was but 13? 

Again, when only “15, hadn’t he 
slipped through the lines when the 
city was under siege; rallied follow- 
ers; united and armed them, and 
driven off the Dukes of Urbino and 
Pessaro in the famous battle of Lun- 
garino? 


Then, too, hadn’t he fought for 


more than three years as a soldier 
of fortune, covering himself with 
glory, and making the whole of 
Renaissance Italy resound to the 
splendor of his name and accomplish- 
ments? 

Isotta had good reason to be 
thrilled by the prospect of his living 
near by. 

Sigismondo was already married. 
But the marriage, to Ginevra of Este, 
had been both unhappy and unsuc- 
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cessful. Sigismondo fretted that 
there was no male heir to succeed 
him. Ginevra was undoubtedly an- 
guished by his infidelities. Under the 
circumstances, it was all but inevit- 
able that Sigismondo should have 
been attracted to the lovely young 
girl in the Pallazzo del Cimiero. 

They met, and shortly afterwards, 
even though her father protested 
stormily, Isotta, defied convention 
and openly declared her love for Sig- 
ismondo. She remained faithful to 
him for the rest of her life and his. 

Some time later, Ginevra was 
poisoned. 

Her death left Sigismondo free to 
marry again. 

“Now he will marry me,” Isotta 
said.. But Sigismondo, a true Prince 
of the Renaissance, was incurably am- 
bitious. He already had Isotta’s de- 
votion and loyalty. So-he married 
Pelisenna Sforza—-undoubtedly with 
an eye to her father’s wealthy Dutchy 
of Milan, 


Isotta, however, was not forgotten. 
‘When his new palace was com- 
pleted, Sigismondo turned his atten- 
tions to an old church in Rimini-—the 
Church of St. Francis. 

He decided to rebuild it as a 
mausoieum for the Malatestas, and 
as a testament of his deep and gen- 
uine affection. ; 

In her honor, he summoned to 
Rimini many of the greatest artists 
of the day: Matteo da” Pasti, the 
medallist, Simone Ferruci and Agos- 
tino Duccio, the sculptors, and Leone 
Battista Alberti, the architect. 

When completed, the building was 
a masterpiece of Renaissance archi- 
tecture and art, and a monument to 
the love which inspired it. From door 
to transept and from pedestal to 
cornice, there was reference, again 
and again, to Sigismondo and Isotta. 

Her face was seen everywhere, 
sculptured in stone. Her rose flour- 
ished over the Chapel balustrades be- 
side Sigismondo’s image. Their dou- 
ble cipher was to be found in every 
part of the building. 2 

The structure, which is known to- 
day as the Tempio Malatestiano, was 
dedicated in 1450 with impressive 
pageantry. 

Isotta was present, and it .was a 
wonderful day for her. “Here, in- 
deed, is proof that he loves me,” she 
might have said. What more glorious 
token of loye could any woman de- 
sire?

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HE American Committee for 

the Restoration of Italian 
Monuments, Inc., recently an- 
nounced the receipt of an anony- 
mous donation from an American 
of $50,000 for the restoration of 
the famous old church in Rimini 
known as the Tempio Malatesti- 
ano. Built in 1450 by Sigismondo 
Malatesta in honor of Isotta Atti, 
who became his third wife, the 
celebrated church. was severely 
damaged during the war by air 
raids. In this article, The Amer- 
ican Weekly tells of the deep de- 
votion, patience and faithfulness 
that inspired the building of the 
Tempio Malatestiano. 


Sigismondo’s second wife, Polisen- 
na, was present as well. A few 
months later she was mysteriously 
strangled to death. 

The dedication of Isotta’s Temple 
was the high-water mark in Sigis- 
mondo’s life. Five years later, hav- 
ing betrayed most of his friends, he 
was denounced as a traitor and faced 
with destruction and defeat. 

Isotta, alone, remained faithful. 

In his own manner, Sigismondo 
was faithful to her as well—always 
returning to her, always trusting her, 
and leaving her to govern at Rimini 
whenever he was away at war. 

Her faithfulness was eventually 
rewarded. 

Though Sigismondo may have 
been treachery itself in his dealings 
with Dukes and Princes, he was never 
treacherous in regard to Isotta. Con- 
triving to stave off his enemies, he 
succeeded in holding Rimini, and mar- 
ried her a few years before his death. 

In 1468, totally impoverished, Sig- 
ismondo returned for the last time 
t6 Rimini, and to Isotta, who stood 
by him in death as she had in life, 
while the most famous of the Mala- 
testas died in a delirium of fever.

but the bulk of his fortune is in 


England. How then did he finance 
his post-war visits to the U. ©. and 
France? 

According to his lawyer, the 
British Treasury gave him a reason- 
able allowance, on the theory that 
he was good publicity for the Empire. 
But that the allowance scarcely met 
his needs is evidenced by his and 


his wife’s own words. 

While in Paris, he announced that 
he was giving up his rented Riviera 
villa and Parisian town house because 
they were “too big.” And the Duchess 
added sadly, “I don’t know where 
we'll dine after that. Eating in 
restaurants is so expensive!” 
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a young Arkansas farmer when he 

discovered one night recently that 
while asleep he had killed his own 
four-year-old child. 


[’ WAS a great and tragic shock to 


Willard Pollard, 25, a chick farmer’ 


near Arkadelphia, Ark., awoke that 
night standing over his only daugh- 
ter, Brenda Joyce, his flashlight play- 
ing over her prostrate body on the 
floor, the back of her head crushed. 

When he had fully recovered his 
senses, Willard got his father next 
door and the two men rushed the 
child to am Arkadelphia hospital, 
about four miles away. There Brenda 
Joyce died a few minutes later. 

At the coroner’s inquest; Willard 
said that he had dreamed of being 
attacked by someone and that he had 
struck the assailant. He had no recol- 
lection of anything else. He did not 
remember dragging his child out of 
the crib, nor could he tell how he got 
the flashlight or what weapon he had 
used against his imaginary attacker. 

Mrs. Pollard testified that her hus- 
band had sleep-walked before and 
had often scared her when she saw 
him wandering around nights. On 
the night of the tragedy she had 
heard some noise and when she 
opened her eyes she saw him stand- 
ing over their child, aimlessly playing 
the flashlight over it. 

His father, too, attested that Wil- 
lard had been a somnambulist since 
his childhood. Only a year ago, he 
said, aiming to sell some chicks in 
Little Rock, Willard had loaded the 
wagon and made preparations while 
he was fast asleep. He didn’t know 
he was doing it until he woke up. 

Considering all the circumstances, 
the coroner’s jury Tiled ho charges 
against Willard. .He’s expected to 
stay in an institution for a while until 
his failing is straightened out. 

Somnambulism is not uncommon. 
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Two persons out of every hundred 
are sleep-walkets, and among chil- 
dren it occurs more than twice as 
often. Although the majority of 
cases are harmless, the sleep-walking 
killings occur from time to time. In 
these instances the offender is _ in- 
variably a person who would never 
kill in his waking hours. He is a 
helpless victim of a Jekyll and Hyde 
personality. Psychologists and law 
courts are baffled by the phenomenon. 

One of the most tragic cases oc- 
curred only a couple of years ago in 
Covington, Ky. Jo Ann Kiger, then 
16, dreamed that robbers had broken 
into the house and were attacking her 
father. She got out of bed, grabbed 
two loaded revolvers and began firing. 
She used 10 bullets, then she found 
another pistol and fired five more 
shots. 

When she awoke from her night- 
mare, still holding the hot weapon in 
her hand, there were no robbers—but 
her father and her six- year-old 
brother, Jerry, lay dead while her 
mother, wounded, was sobbing in pain 
and horror. 

Brought to court, the girl was ac- 
quitted. There was no doubt that she 
had acted beyond her control. 

It might be expected that the ex- 
plosion of a gun would invariably 
startle a sleep- walker into full con- 
sciousness. 

A few years ago, however, medical 
evidence was introduced in a Mount 
Vernon, N. Y., case tending to prove 
that somnambulists can sleep through 
almost any loud disturbance. 

In that instance, Alfred Morrison 
had killed his wife in his sleep and he 
testified that he hadn’t awakened until 
some*hours later. At first, the jury 
mistrusted his testimony, but medical

experts convinced them otherwise. 
Morrison was acquitted. 

An unusual case confirming the 
temporary deafness of sleep-walkers, 
was reported during the last war by 
Major S. A. Sandler of the Medical 
Corps. 

A sleep-walking soldier in an Army 
post, got out of bed, dressed, passed 
the guards giving the right password 
and went to a big gun emplacement. 

There he took the huge tarpaulin 
off the gun, a three-man job in itself, 
loaded the gun and fired it. The 
explosion shook the countryside but 
it did not awaken the soldier. 

When somnambulists wake up, they 


remember nothing of what they have 


done while sleep-walking. This was 
vividly shown in the celebrated case 
of the famous French detective Robert 
Ladru, more than half a century ago. 

At 35, on the verge of a nervous 
breakdown from overwork, Ladru 
went to the seashore near Le Havre 
for a rest. He slept soundly the first 
night and felt refreshed the following 
morning when he got a call from his 
chief in Paris asking him to give some 
help to the local. police of Sainte 
Addresse in a mysterious murder 
case. A man had been shot to death 
on the beach for no apparent reason. 

Ladru went to work. He made 
casts of footprints in the sand and 
studied the fatal bullet. 

It didn’t take him long to discover 
the murderer, but the discovery gave 
him the shock of his life. The foot- 
prints showed a toe missing. Ladru 
had a toe missing on his own foot. 
The bullet, of a rare German make, 
fitted his gun, perfectly. There was 
no question in his mind that he him. 
self, the great detective, had com. 
mitted the murder, obviously while 
he was walking in his sleep, for he 
remembered nothing about it. 

Reconstructing his own crime, the 
evidence proved to him that he had 
gotten out of bed, picked up his re- 
volver, walked in his bare feet down 
to the beach, met the stranger, shot 
him and returned to his. bed, never 
awakening until the next day. 

Dutifully, Ladru reported himself 
to his superiors. He retired from the 
service and as long as he lived, 5O 
years after the murder, the detective 
slept in a barred room to prevent 
himself from committing another 
crime while sleep-walking. 

Dr. Werner Wolff, author of “Ex- 
perimental Depth Psychology,” does 
not think that somnambulists of this 
type should be watched by guards or 
kept behind bars. But he does believe 
that these people should be subjected 
to psychiatric examinations and 
treatment: 

Of course, the majority of sleep- 
walkers cause no harm to other 
people. If some of them are bent on 
violence, it is more often directed 
against themselves than others. 

Some years ago, John Anthony 
Crooke, a civil engineer in Denver, 
Col., stabbed himself four times in his 
sleep. When he awoke, bleeding to 
death, he told his wife that he had 
dreamed of being surrounded by 
enemies and that finally an evil spirit 
had persuaded him to kill himself. 

A week after the Pollard case in 
Arkansas, Peter Walsh, 40, a diis- 
charged veteran, walked in his sleep 
through a closed window in his home 
in Lynn, Mass. He cut the arteries in 
both of his arms. Only quick action 
on, his brother’s part and blood trans- 
fusions in the hospital saved his life. 

Many great men were sleep- 
walkers, among them Mark Twain, 
the harmless kind, to be sure; Ivan 
the Terrible, too, was a somnambulist, 
only he committed his crimes while 
awake.

N THE ancient city of Kourion on the island of 
Cyprus archeologists from the University of 
Pennsylvania Museum now have resumed their 

diligent. search for the key to one of the world’s 
oldest systems of handwriting—-the Minoan script 
that was first used in Crete. 

No one has yet been able to decipher this pre- 
historic writing which appears on more than 2,000 
tablets found during the excavation of the great 
palace at Cnossos in Crete, where, according to 
legend, King Minos fed human sacrifices to the 
Minotaur and Daedalus invented the first “flying 
machine.” 

When the excavations on neighboring Cyprus, 
under the direction of Dr. B. H. Hill, were halted 
by the war, he and his associates already had 
made progress in deciphering a_ related script, 
called the Cypro-Minoan. ‘They believe once this 
second handwriting is understood it will be as 
important to the interpretation of the Minoan tab 
lets as the Rosetta stone was to the reading of 
an early Egyptian papyrus. . 

Buried in the mysterious Cretan inscriptions 
may lie clues to the accomplishments of the 
island’s sea kings who sailed the Mediterranean, 
perhaps as early as 4000 B. C.

they are translated, historians hope to learn the 
real identity of the ancient Cretans who by about 
2000 B. C. had developed a civilization as great as 


, 


that of Egypt or Mesopotamia. 

Archeological evidence shows that: this same 
race Of people inhabited Crete in the Stone Age 
and it seems likely they were related to the Medi 
terranean race of North Africa Proof is lacking, 
however, and no one knows what language these 
early Cretans spoke. 

After about 3000 years of immunity from Inva- 
sion, and more than a thousand years of real 
peace and luxury, they and their superior culture 
suddenly were wiped out by some catastrophe, as 
yet unexplained. Some experts suggest a gigantic 
earthquake, others an enemy attack 

Fortunately the end didn’t come until long 
after these islanders had transmitted much of 
their civilization to the Grecian mainland, and the 
little island of Crete had fulfilled its mission of 
stepping stone whereby the cultures of Egypt and

li the comparatively crude inhabitants of My 
cenae, and near-by ‘lTiryns, in Greece, hadn't been 
ready and willing to learn from the Cretan traders 
who brought their wares up the Gulf of Argos, the 
handwriting key now being sought in Cyprus 
might never have existed there

traveled to Cyprus and stayed there 

In an account of recent Kourion expeditions, 
John Franklin Daniel of the University of Penn 
sylvania Museum reports: 


4f RITING of the Minoan-Mycenaen group ap 
peared in Cyprus in the 15th Century B. C., 
and survived there until the Hellenistic period.” 
‘The earliest examples of this seript may have 
been introduced by traders, experts suggest, but 
jit is pointed out that excavations at Kourion make 
it fairly certain Mycenaen colonists settled there 
as early as the 14th Century B. C. 
any generations after the introduction of the 
Cypro-Minoan script in Cyprus, a classical off- 
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shoot of this handwriting was developed. It is 
called Cypriote and was deciphered years ago. 

With the help of the. well-understood Cypriote 
writing, 59 signs of the Cypro-Minoan script al- 
ready have been translated. 

“We.may be reading the old Cretan tablets 
sooner than anyone has believed,” the experts now 
say. 

When this finally is accomplished. will his- 
torians learn the true story of King Minos, the 
famous ruler of the Great Palace Period? 

Did he really make cruel human sacrifices? 
Or were the youths and maidens he ordered his 
tributaries to send to Cnossos each year merely 
used as slaves and in bull fights? 


XCAVATIONS of the king’s palace disclose a 

construction not unlike that of the legendary 
Labyrinth where the terrible Minotaur—half man 
and half bull—-was kept. 


According to the old Greek story this monster 
was the terror of the whole Aegean Sea area until 
Theseus, son of the king of etenraesrs took a hand 
in the situation. 

As a little boy Theseus had lived in a distant 
and. 

When he reached young manhood he made his 
first trip to Athens only to find the city in mourn- 
ing. It was time to send the yearly tribute of 
seven youths and seven maidens to King Minos, 
the Cretan sea king. 


That these sacrifices really would be devoured 
by the Minotaur was a firm belief of the towns- 
people then. 

Young Theseus offered himself as one of the 
victims, but he didn’t expect to die. He intended 
to kill the monster. 

Then the legend tells how Theseus arrived in 
Crete, was seen by Ariadne, 
the beautiful daughter of 
King Minos. Princess Ari- 
adne fell in love with the 
young Athenian and gave 
him a sword for his protec- 
tion. She also gave him a 
ball of string. 

When Theseus entered the 
Labyrinth he unwound the 
string as he walked, leaving 
a trail behind him. Coming 
face to face with the Mino- 
taur he plunged the sword 
into the wicked beast’s 
heart. 

With the string to guide 
him he found his way out 
of the stone maze that had 
been a hopeless prison to 
so many before him. 

Was there really an 
Athenian boy whose experi- 
ence at the Palace of Cnos- 
s0s led to this fabulous 
story? Some Minoan inscription may give us 
the answer, just as certain Minoan statuettes 
give us an idea how Ariadne, the princess, looked. 


Similarity of styles in these figurines suggests 
that she dressed in Victorian-type gowns much 
like the one worn by the famous statue of the 
Minoan Snake Goddess now on display in Boston. 

Another historical event that certainly should 
have been recorded, perhaps in the handwriting of 
the ruler himself, was the building of the famous 
Labyrinth. 

This time, according to Greek mythology, it 
was an Athenian fleeing from some sort of trouble 
in his home town, who landed in Crete. Daedalus, 
as the fellow was called, paid his respects to the 
king and was given a job as a builder. 


FTER constructing the famous’ Labyrinth 
according to the king’s orders Daedalus in- 

curred the ruler’s anger. -King Minos ordered 
Daedalus and his son, Icarus, imprisoned in the 
stone maze they had built. 

The elder Athenian, who really was an in- 
ventor at heart, set about to construct the only 
aid to escape he could think of—-a pair of wings. 
He made them, so the legend goes, of wax and 
feathers. There was a second pair for son Icarus. 

Then father and son soared over the walls. 

Daedalus, we are told, landed safely in Sicily. 
Icarus flew too near the sun. The wax ‘on his 
wings melted and he fell into the ocean. 

Was there, perhaps, some prehistoric flying 
experiment that led to this legend? 

Such a possibility doesn’t seem too far-fetched 
when one considers that the Cretans had other 
modern conveniences. 

The cruel sacrifices attributed to King Minos 
may seem to be in keeping With the Greek myth 
that after his death this ruler became judge of the 
underworld. Historians have more trouble, how- 
ever, when they try to reconcile such a character 
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The Labyrinth, Where the Minotaur 
Was Kept, Is a Familiar Symbol on 
Ancient Cretan Coins.

The Hellenes, nomadic Aryan invaders 
from the north, made their advance on the 
flourishing Aegean Sea civilization about 
1000 B. C. 

They destroyed most of the cities 
they conquered and on the ashes of 
the culture they wrecked they built up 
a new civilization. The great cities of 
this new Greek world were a reju- 
venated Athens, Sparta, Corinth and x 
Thebes. b 

It is from these invading Aryans 
with their beautiful spoken language 
and professional bards that the great 
G;reek heritage of myths and legends 
has come. But these people who spoke so fluently 
apparently saw little use for the writing of the 
people they had conquered. 

keventually these Hellenes who conquered the

The historians who favor the theory of an 
enemy invasion as the true cause of this great 
city’s downfall are inclined to believe it was the 
Mycenaens themselves who turned on the mother- 
land that had given them culture.

the Music Vincent Youmans Wrote Since 
1934 Was Stuffed Into His “Trunk.”

fi. transcontinental train was speeding over 

the western prairies. In the diner a- slim, 

black-haired, dapper young man sat before his 
untouched food, whistling. 

It was a plaintive, haunting tune he whistled. 
At the end of every few bars he scribbled musical 
notes on the back of his menu, then took up the 
refrain again. 

Though he was oblivious to their presence, the 

other diners watched spellbound. 
A waiter stood in back of. the 
whistier’s ghair, his head cocked 
appreciatively, drinking in the im- 
prom»tu melody. 

“Mister Youmans,” he sad at 
last, “that sure is beautiful mi ‘sic. 
When you going to publish ii?” 

Vincent Youmans, Jr., the “\Von- 
der Boy” of Tin Pan Alley, tucked 
the menu in his pocket and an- 
nounced a little sorrowfully! * 

“No publish, George. ‘This one 
I’m saving.” 

Yes, Vincent Youmans was 
saving that one. The year was 
1935. Eleven years la‘or he was 
still saving them, tose ‘tunes, 
when death struck. 

The reason? Security. 

The man whose tunes the na- 
tion—the world—-hummed and 
sang and whose proceeds from 
them had run into the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars gave up the last 12 years of his life for 
$500 a month. He cut short his productive career, 
buried his genius for the meager security of a 
total disability insurance policy which brought 
him that amount every 30 days. 

Perhaps Vincent Youmans was smarter than 
he seemed. 

Perhaps, assured of security, he was better 
able to spin his wondrous melodies than had he 
been -harassed by illness and the necessity of 
making a living simultaneously. 

For Vincent Youmans, though he _ published 
nothing from 1934 on, never quit working. 

Now that a New York safety deposit box— 
Youmans “trunk” in the parlance of Tin Pan 
Alley——-hag been opened, the extent of his. un- 
official efforts over the years has been revealed, 

In the box his executor found a treasure house 
of music—the music whose publication would 
have meant loss of his insurance security. 

It was in 1934 that tuberculosis hit Youmans, 
He was riding the crest of his fame at the time. 

The tunes he wrote were known everywhere— 
“Tea for Two,” “I Want to Be Happy,” “Time 
on My Hands,” “Without a Song,” “Orchids in 
the Moonlight,” “Hallelujah,” “Oh, Me! Oh My! 
Oh You!”, “Bambolina”’, “Sometimes I’m Happy”, 
“Great Day”, “More Than You Know”, “Carioca”, 
“Flying Down to Rio,” and many others. 

Under the terms of his insurance policy his 
affliction was considered as total disability, en- 
titling him to $500-a month as long as he fived. 

To Youmans at the time it seemed a godsend. 
He was fearful of his earning ability, after having 
become physically incapacitated. There seemed 
but one thing to do...he quit working. The pay- 
ments would stop if he wrote music for money. 

But nothing could keep the wonderful tunes 
from popping into his head. Wherever he went, 
whatever he was doing, they flooded in, four bars, 
eight bars at a time, and were given expression 
through his low-pitched, unforgettable whistle. 

At a bar, in a restaurant, on a train, in a taxi, 
when he went to bed, when he woke up, always 
the tunes were with him, insistently clamoring 
‘for release, riding his thoughts, forming a musical 
dream world from which there was no escape. 

Whatever was handy served as his score sheet. 
A telegraph blank, a railroad timetable, a maga- 
zine page, a piece of scrap paper from his wallet

.these he seized and hastily penned the melody 
of the moment, accompanying: his scrawlings with 
the ever-present whistle. 

Wherever he was people stopped to listen. 

“It's beautiful, Vince!” they'd say. “When 
are you going to publish it?” 

Youmans would shrug his shoulders. 
know,” he’d answer. “Some day.” 

But deep inside he knew he never would. The 
security he had committed himself to loomed 
more important as the tuberculosis grew worse. 

He strolled in the cafes of Denver, where he 
returned again and again to get well. He whis- 
tled for his friends, for strangers, for anybody. 

“What a honey!” they'd say. “Vince, you’ve 
got to publish it!” 

Toward the end last year, when, at 47, his life 
was ebbing away in a Denver hospital, the tunes 
were still strong and vibrant in his mind 

He lay under an oxygen tent, a highba!] in one 
hand, a pencil in the other, whistling his bars 
that stopped the nurses in the hall, made the doc- 
tors pause in their daily rounds. 

After he had gone they opened. his “trunk”

it wasn’t much, as he had grown used to reck- 
oning wealth. But it enabled him to build his 
legacy without financial worry. 

According to those who have seen the scraps 
of paper he left, it is a legacy for which the world 
could well afford to wait.

HE Smiths who run Harold’s ‘Club 
in Reno, Nev., are a gambling 
family from way back. 

The men gamble, the women 
gamble. They gamble 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week. 

They gamble virtually any 
amount, with anybody, on anything, 
in the biggest gambling house in the 
country. 

They marry gamblers, and when 
their marriage gambles end in di- 
vorce they marry more gamblers and 
all hands keep on gambling. 

Harold Smith, 37, for example, re- 
cently was divorced by Dorothy Mc. 
Pherson Smith, who dealt craps and 
blackjack at his club. Three weeks 
later he married Lois Morris, 25-year- 
old club roulette dealer. 

Now Lois is dealing roulette 
again. Dorothy, ten days after her 
decree, married Maxwell Redican, a 
writer. She’s still a gambler, how- 
ever. She says that her divorce 
settlement included a one-third inter- 
est in the club. 

Harold and Dorothy were running 
true to Smith family forrh. Harold’s 
father, Raymond I. Smith, 60-year- 
old manager of the club, had been 
divorced by Dora _May, who dealt 
chuck-a-luck. Later he married Iola 
Hutchens, like Harold’s second wife, 
a roulette dealer. 

Dora May, now Mrs. Newmeyer, 
got a second divorce. Then she came 
to the club and worked side by side 
with Iola and Dorothy. She still is 
on the payroll. 

Of the Smith wives, only those 
of Raymond Alonzo, Papa Raymond's 
other son, never worked at the club. 
Raymond Alonzo has taken the 
marriage gamble four times. He 
says other gambling bores him. He 
would rather fly around the Reno

airport in his private plane. 

Nevertheless, he works at the 
club, of which he is one-third owner, 
Harold, according to Dorothy, now 
owns one-third instead of two. Papa 
Ray is hired by the boys and is said 
to be the highest-paid employe in the 
State. 

The club is Reno’s biggest single 
business establishment. (In Nevada, 
gambling is legal and open.) Five 
thousand, oceasionally 10,000, persons 
a day enter the club. 

It has been closed only three 
times—-VE day, VJ day and the day

Six years later he started in Reno 
with one penny roulette layout and 
a couple of beat-up nickel - slot 
machines, 

Papa Ray was operating then at 
Ocean Park, Calif. On a visit to 
Reno he suggested that Harold re- 
place the roulette ball with a white 
mouse. When the wheel turned, the 
mouse would run on it, as on a tread- 
mill. When the mouse tired and 
dropped on a number, that was the 
winner. 

Mice boomed the business. Harold 
added more roulette wheels and slot 
machines and a blackjack layout. He 
hired his father to help him. In 
time Raymond Alonzo joined them. 

What- really made the club one 
of the largest of its kind in the 
world, however, Was the installation 
of the women employes. 

Papa Ray hired them originally to 
encourage women customers to enter 
the club. Dorothy and, later, Dora 
May taught them their trade. Ray 
says he finds the girl dealers dexter- 
oug and honest. 

Four years ago Iola went to Reno 
to get a divorce and took a job at 
the club dealing roulette to pay her 
expenses. Three months later Papa 
Ray married her. In time she retired 
to have children. There are three 
now, including twins. 

The eclub’s” advertising neon 
signs, automobile tags and stickers, 
match books, miles of billboards—are 
Papa Ray’s idea. 

The tags show a covered wagon 
and the slogan, “Harold’s Club or 
Bust.”

of the mother’s health, in some cases 
even of her life and that of her baby. 
Dr. Luikart tried out his dietary 
method on 1,000 prospective normal 
fnothers. There were no deaths 
among them, no toxemias (pregnancy 
poisoning), no childbed fever, no con- 
vulsions, swellings or anemias. 
What was no less remarkable was 
that the rate of fetal mortality (pre- 
natal death of the baby) in this series 
was @enly one-sixth the rate among 
women who had not been especially 
dieted by the Luikart system. 
The diet in each particular case 
was so regulated that tthe total in- 
crease of weight did not exceed 16 
pounds throughout the period of ex- 
pectancy, The highest weight increase 
in a single month was two pounds. 
Dr. Luikart had observed that when 
women gained 18 pounds or more, 
during expectancy, 4 per cent of them 
suffered from toxemia. A maximum 
gain of 16 pounds is Safe. 
“Success in weight control seems 
to depend on the first seven months,” 
warns Dr. Luikart. “If the patient 
lets her appetite get out of bounds 
during that time, toxemia is sure to 
fol'ow in many cases.” 
The diet is based upon the prin- 
ciple that it contains high amounts of 
proteins, vitamins and minerals, from 
natural foodstuffs, and low amounts 
of calorie-raising substances, starch, 
sugar and fat. 
“Many people, including some 
doctors, still harbor the erroneous 
notion,” writes Dr. Luikart, “that an 
expectant woman must eat for two, 
Most people believe that cravings for 
food must be satisfied or the baby 
will be deprived of nourishment.” 
Another deplorable common super- 
stition is that the unborn baby can 
draw calcium, which it needs, from 
the mother’s teeth, hence the old 
adage: “For every child a tooth.” 
For each woman the diet is indi- 
vidually “tailored,” so that enough 
nutrition is provided, while the weight 
is kept low. Beef, lamb or fish is 
eaten daily, liver once or twice week- 
ly. One or two eggs are included in 
the daily menu, as well as two serv- 
ings of cooked, green vegetables. 
excessive amount of fruit is not 
allowed. ‘The pre-mother is given one 
orange, or its juice, or half a large 
grapefruit or a serving of tomato 
juice for breakfast, and one serving 
jater in the day of a cooked fruit, 
such as a sauce or a canned fruit 
salad without the heavy syrup. These 
foods are the “sheet anchor” of the 
diet, to which the woman is permitted 
to add starches, sweets and fats-—-in 
limited amounts, 
The expectant mother has to learn 
to leave the table each time feeling a 
little hungry, until the weight is down 
to the desired level.

LMOST any stranger in Alex 
andria, La., is likely to remark 


that the Bentley Hotel is a 
pretty impressive hostelry, even for a 
town of 27,000 people, and that usually 
brings up the legend of how Joe 
Bentley happened to build it. ' 

Back in 1908, they'll tell you, Alex- 
andria didn’t have much in the way 
of hotels but it had a mighty pro- 
gressive citizen in Joe Bentley, who 
was 48 then and doing right well for 
a fellow who'd started working in a 
sawmill when he was 11. 

Joe was several times a million- 
aire but you’d never know it from his 
clothes or his manner. One pa 
ticularly sticky afternoon Joe walked 
into the town’s leading hotel and 
sat down in the dining room in his 
shirtSleeves. The manager told him 
he couldn’t be served without a coat, 
and when Joe protested, he added: 

“If you don’t like our rules, why 
don’t you build yourself a hotel?” 

“Son,” Joe said, “you've given me 
an idea,” 

He spent $3,000,000 to erect one of 
the finest hotels in that part of the 
South and never hesitated to walk 
through the luxurious lobby and the 
spacious columned galleries in his 
shirtsleeves, even after air condition. 
ing had been installed. 

A man liké Joe Bentley, who be.- 
came almost as fabulous a figure 
among the Southern pines as Paul 
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A Guy Cen Dress as He Likes in His Own Hotel—and Joe Bentiey Did. 


Bunyan was in the forests of the 
North, was bound to gather such 
legends about him. Some of his self- 
appointed biographers say he picked 
up a tray of food each evening from 
the dining room and carried it three 
blocks to the home of a lady friend. 
Others insist he bought thousands of 
acres. of state-owned timberland in the 
name of his horses, dogs and cows 
because the law said such purchases 
must be confined to the members of 
a family. 

These may be founded on only a 
few tragments of fact, but there ce1 
tainly was nothing apocryphal about 
his hegira to escape the yellow fever 
epidemic. That was shortly after the 
turn of the century and Joe, who had 
come to Alexandria from his native 
Williamsport, Pa., in 1886, already 
had made his first million by buying, 
logging, sawing Louisiana’s tall pines. 

The fever broke out in New 
Orleans, and when the first case 
appeared in Alexandria a blockade 
was thrown around the town. Not 
even trains were allowed to leave 
unless they went through the state 
without a stop. 

“People shouldn't have to stay 
here unless they want to,” Joe said. 
“Anybody who wants to get out can 
come with me.” 

He gathered a couple of hundred 


worried neighbors and chartered a 
special train. At the last minute it 
was impossible to collect 4 crew. No 
trainman wanted to leave his family. 

“I don’t blame ‘’em,” Joe said. 
“We'll get a crew, though. Put on 
more cars. ‘Tell the boys to bring 
along their wives and children. l'll 
see they’re taken care of until it’s 
safe # come back.” 

The train pulled out, roared 
through the blockade and rolled on to 
St. Lowis, where some of the evacuees 
were-put up at hotels. Joe and his 
other guests continued to the moun- 
tains of Pennsylvania, where they 
spent a couple of months fishing. 

Fishing and making money were 
Joe’s favorite sports, and in both he 
wanted his friends around: him, re- 
gardiess’ of their position in life. 
When he first started to get ahead in 
Alexandria, he sent for EF. W. Zimmer- 
man, a Williamsport telegraph oper- 
ator he had known as a boy. ‘They 
formed a partnership which lasted the 
rest of their lives. 

Joe kept thousands of shiners for 
bait in a pool at one of his sawmills. 
On the slightest pretext he’d get a 
party together and leave on a fishing 
trip. His guests were just as likely 
to be mill hands or business asso- 
clates, just so they liked to fish. 


Money meant very little to Joe 


Bentley. He wasn’t bothered by the 
lack of it or the weight of it. He 
had only $25 In his pocket when he 
left Pennsylvania, but he managed to 
acquire thousands of acres of virgin 
longleaf pine forests on Louisiana's 
clay hills. When his bank accounts 
began to bulge, he gave away $100,000 
a year, most of it anonymously. 

He was careful about other people's 
money, however. In 1912°-he became 
president of Alexandria’s First Na- 
tional Bank and made it one of the 
largest in the state. His bank was 
the only one in central Louisiana that 
was able to reopen immediately after 
the banking holiday in 1933. 

Most women were attracted to Joc 
Bentley but he continued to shy away 
from matrimony. 

“IT had a girl in Williamsport,” he 
said, “but Williamsport 1,400 
miles away and that was a long dis- 
tance to travel in 1890. By the time 
I'd made enougn money to go back, 
she'd married someone else.” 

He liked to entertain and was 
at a weekly dinner at his hotel. He 
usually invited 15 or 20 friends and 
their wives, and since his friends in 
cluded practically everybody in the 
vicinity, his guest lists were rarely 
repetitious. Few ever refused a 
Bentley invitation, although a planta 
tion owner never knew whether 0) 
not he’d be sitting across the table 
from one of his hired hands. 
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There's Plenty of Speed 
at a Hot-Rod Meef, 
but There Are Pienty 
of Precautions, Too.

VER the packed sand of Cdli- 
© fornia’s Mojave Desert, a trim 
conglomeration of antiquated 

auto parts flashes at 140 miles an 
hour to earn the cheers of crowds. 
Along a bysy thoroughfare, a 


stripped-down = a of ancient vintage 


roars up the center lane to earn the 
curses of staid and startled motorists. 

That, in the lingo of modern youth, 
is the difference between a hot rod 
and a junk. 

One of the drivers, who may one 
day be famous in the automotive 
world, is a hop-up. The other is a 
squirrel. 

The hop-ups, who are trying seri- 
ously to coax the secrets of speed 
from cars 20 years past their prime, 
are being blamed for the antics of the 
squirrels, who turn tired jalopies into 
garish “racers” by removing the 
fenders, hood and windshield, tacking 
lengths of silvered stovepipe along 
the sides and opening the exhaust. 

The squirrels and their junks, un- 
fortunately, can be found in almost 
any city, but so far the native habitat 
of the hop-ups and their hot rods is 
Southern California. They may begin 
to spread soon. Their two associa- 
tions, which have survived the lean 
war years, promote safety and en- 
courage skill. 

Two youths who were testing a 
rebuilt car on a deserted California 
road were picked up recently by- an 
irate speed cop who clocked them at 
90 miles an hour. The judge refused 
to fine them. 

“If they can get that much speed 
out of a battered old wreck,” the 
judge said, “there’s no telling what 
they may accomplish some day when 
they're turned loose in a factory.” 

On the other hand, youthful show- 
offs in flashy cut-downs on crowded 
highways have created a_e serious 
traffic problem. One indignant citizen 
told the California Legislature: 

“These devil drivers are members 
of the Hundred Mile an Hour Club. 
To qualify for membership, they 
must drive at least 100 miles an hour 
through a red light.” 

He was backing a move to keep 
al] but stock cars off the roads. The 
attempt failed. 

A law enforcement officer insisted 
there was a distinct difference 
between hop-ups and squirrels. 

“The genuine hop-up doesn’t take 
chances with his car,” he said. ‘We 
handle from 1,500 to 2,000 traffic 
cases a month, but last year not 15 
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of them were in that class. A hop-up 
is too busy’ messing around his car 
to get into trouble. What we are 
after are the kids who pilot junks.,” 

A hop-up has to be serious to take 
the punishment he willingly under- 
goes, as in the case of the five or six 
meets held on the desert each year 
under the auspices of the Southern 
California Timing Association. Con- 
testants must drive 120 miles to the 
dry lake beds where the races take 
place. They must be prepared to 
spend a cold desert night either in 
their cars or camped beside them. 

At dawn they start streaking 
across the measured course, timed by 
automatic devices. By 11 a. m. it is 


all over. A blazing sun has made the 
sand too hot for safe driving. 

Only one woman is permitted to 
drive in SCTA meets. She is Veda 
Orr, wife of the owner of one of the 
thriving speed shops that cater ex- 
clusively to hop-ups. This privilege 
is granted not only because she is an 
exceptionally good driver, but also 
because, as editor of the SCTA News, 
she kept the boys overseas informed 
of the activities of the club members 
during the war. 

Victory at an SCTA meet is 
strictly for glory, but the meets of 
the California Roadster Association, 
held on a closed track at Saugus, 
Calif. are more profitable. Racing

fans pack the stands, and a good 
driver can make $450 a day in prizes. 

Like the SCTA, the CRA is a non- 
profit organization. The dues are 
used to provide safety precautions, to 
improve equipment and to hire com- 
petent officials. Both organizations 
maintain group insurance for their 
members, provide ambulances and 
medical care, hire experts to inspect 
cars before every race. Both require 
their members to sign pledges that 
they will obey the California Vehicle 
Code and drive with care. One in- 
fraetion means disqualification. 

Already the hop-ups are producing 
ideas which may cause violent up- 
heavals in the automotive field. Bob 
Rufi, a Los Angeles carpenter, is one. 
He fiddled with the engine of a 1925 
Chevrolet, and in the process de- 
veloped a secret fuel which enabled 
it to make 142 miles an hour. 

These motor manipulators gave 
the armed forces their prize mechan- 
ics and some of the best pilots, as 
well. Major Ted Lawson of “20 
Seconds Over Tokio” fame was an 
enthusiastic hop-up before the war. 
Now that he is back he is working 
on a car that will allow him to drive 
in spite of his wartime injuries. 

Walter Olsen, convalescing at 
Long Beach Naval Hospital after an 
outstanding record as a navy flight 
engineer, worked 18 months at nights 
to build a hot rod and carried its 
picture through the war. 

“T loved that car,” he says. “After 
I finished it, I found it wasn’t quite 
whae I wanted, so I tore it down and 
spent another four months on it. It 
would go 120 miles an hour, but it 
was the safest car in town. If you 
think I'd ever take a chance with it 
on a highway, you're crazy.” 

Walt is going to take two years of 
classes on motors and engines under 
the GI bill, and then do an extra 
year in advanced engineering. Bob’ 
Fisher, another hop-up now on the 
critical list in the same _ hospital, 
hopes he'll be able to do the same 
sort of thing. His car is waiting for 
him—-an old Buick chassis with a ‘39 
Mercury motor and front wheels that 
are smaller than the rear. He says 
that increases speed and reduces the 
tendency to spin. 

The hop-ups and their hot 
really belong, but the squirrels and 
their junks deserve no better fate 
than that bestowed the other day by 
an irate mother. She poured kero- 
sene over her son’s fancy speed- 
wagon and set fire to it.

Chief Murray is proud, too, of the men who 
were responsible for bringing this plaque to his 
department—-his team of sharpshooters who won 
the pistol championship in the William Randolph 
Hearst competition sponsored by the New York 
Daily Mirror. 

Chief Murray, too, knows the scores his men 
made at the Teaneck competition against some 
of the best pistol teams of the East. 

Detective Sergeant Walter E. Stone shot 299 
out of a possible 300. : 

Sergeant Thomas F. McKenna was close be- 
hind -——he shot 298 out of 300. 

Chief Murray is proud of the pistol team’s 
record that brought the plaque to’ Providence: 
1183 out of a possible 1200.

That night-—the 19th night-—the safe-cracking 
gang struck and cleaned out the safe at the un- 
guarded Avon Theatre. 

Next morning, the four crackshot detectives 
went into a huddle and reached a sad conclusion. 

Could there be a leak inside their own police 
department? 

They reviewed the evidence which had piled 
up in recent months. 

There was the tip that a gang was going to 
break into the Weybosset Pure Food Market in 
Providence. Detectives were “staged out” in the 
market for nine nights. Nothing happened, and 
they were pulled off the detail on the tenth day. 
That night yeggs cracked the safe, taking. $200

but missing $2,300 in an inner compartment. 

And then there was the jewelry manufactur- 
ing plant in the Manionville section of Providence. 
Acting on a tip, the four crackshots of the detec- 
tive bureau lay in wait for five nights. ‘Two 
nights after they had ceased their vigil, the plant 
was entered, although nothing of value was taken. 

The four marksmen-detectives gritted their 
teeth--and then recalled another incident which, 
while it couldn’t be traced to a departmental! leak, 
nearly caused them to shoot it out with brother 
officers during their long and fruitless ambush 
in the Avon Theatre. 

That was the night the theatre manager men- 
tioned to a friend that “there’s some men hiding 
in here on a special job.” 

The friend mentioned it to somebody else and 
the somebody else called the police department. 

Capt. Luke A. Gildea dispatched two cruiser 
cars with four officers armed with riot guns. 
They deployed in front and rear of the theatre. 
Detective Sergeant Stone, one of the four crack- 
shots in hiding, recognized the voice of one of the 
officers at the front, just as a gun was cocked. 

“Is that you, Jim?” Stone whispered. “Hold 
it. This is Sergeant Stone of headquarters.” 


| IGHTS were switched on, and itchy trigger 
fingers relaxed. 

The four crackshot detectives remembered all 
of these things and they were grim of face when, 
on March 8, a Saturday, they were assigned to 
another “stakeout” in a Howard Johnson restau 
rant in Providence. ‘The tip said an attempt 
would be made to crack the safe that night. 

Would there be a leak? ‘The quartet sighed

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three men running through the yard at the rear 
of the restaurant, then saw them throwing a 
flashlight beam for a few seconds on the window 
of the women’s washroom. 

About five minutes later, the waiting detec 
tives heard a screen being removed and a window 
being jimmied open. Spicola stood at the door of 
the men’s room, holding it slightly ajar, and 
heard the yeggs clambering through the window 
of the women’s washroom. 

The interior of the restaurant was lighted only 
by two amber night lights in the dining room. 

After furpbling around in the hallway for a 
few seconds, one of the gunmen pushed on the 
men’s washroom door. Spicola stepped forward, 
thrust out his riot gun and shouted: 

“We're police. Throw up your hands.” 


THE burglars backed into the’ dining room. 
One of them drew a revolver and opened fire. 
The battle was on. Two of the bandits fell with 
the first fusillade. The third crouched and began 
to run with Sergeant Stone in pursuit. He dashed 
50 feet through the dining room and past a soda 
fountain, only to be riddled by a final, fatal riot 
gun salvo as he crashed through a French door. 
Police believed one or two members of the 
gang escaped, since an automobile in the driveway 
pulled away as soon as the shooting started. 

The dead were Joseph R. Fitzsimmons, who 
had a record as a robber, jailbreaker and gun- 
toter; William Muise, who had no criminal record; 
and Joseph Conti, who also had a police record. 

Police found one revolver on the floor between 
the Bodies of Conti and Muise, but were unable 
to determine which of the men fired the gun. 

This ambush killing was only the beginning 
for these four crack detectives of the Providence 
police department. Five days later they arrested 
five men in connection with a series of safe-breaks 
which had been plaguing the police department, 
at the same time charging a police-gangster tieup 
that shook the State of Rhode Island. 

Among the five arrested were two trusted 
policemen, Patrolmen George Harris, 33, and 
Gordon L. Conway, 30, who, it was charged, had 
been school chums and lifelong friends of the 
three others who were arrested. 
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The accused cops were charged with relaying 
police news to the gang and informed them when 
the traps were being set and then when “the 
coast was clear.” 

In addition to the-two patrolmen, the others 
were Frank Martinelli, Henry Cipriano and Jo- 
seph Aiello, all of Providence. Bail totalling 
$425,000 was set for the five men, who pleaded 
not guilty. Harris, Conway and Martinelli waived 
lower court trial and were bound over to the June 
sitting of’ the grand jury. The other two asked 
for a hearing. 

City Solicitor William E. McCabe demanded 
high bail “in view of the seriousness of these 
crimes and particularly since some of these men 
are members of the police department and have 
been engaged in a conspiracy to obstruct appre- 
hension of criminals.” 


Full credit for the arrests was given by au- 
thorities to the four crack pistol shots ard in- 
vestigators, Stone, McKenna, McElroy and Spicola. 

Detective Spicola believed that the only police- 
men who knew about the 18-night Avon Theatre 
trap were Patrolmen Harris and Conway. ‘The 
two men were watched and Harris was spotted 
twice talking to Cipriano, Aiello and Martinelli. 

When picked up, Patrolman Harris Was given 
a lie-detector test at Providence State Police 
headquarters. After this test police arrested 
Conway and the three others. Conway, picked up 
on duty, allegedly signed a statement before the 
three gangsters were afrested. 

Martinelli and Aiello were named as the two 
lookouts who sat in an automobile outside the 


Howard Johnson restaurant and then roared 
away when they heard their pals being raked by 
shotgun fire inside. 

Harris and®Conway were charged with being 
accessories before the fact, of assault with a dan- 
gerouS weapon on each of the four detectives 
who shot it out with the gang at the Howard 
Johnson restaurant; also with being accessories 
before the Howard Johnson .break. Harris was 
further charged with receiving a $40 bribe from 
Cipriano and with conspiracy to break into the 
Weybosset Pure Food Market and the Avon 
Theatre. 

The Providence board of fire and police an- 
nounced that Conway and Harris were “paid very 
little” for their alleged tipoffs. 

When his four crack shot investigators came 
out on top in the Johnson shooting, Chief Murray 
told reporters: 

“Technique for that one was my idea. I am 
glad none of the men was hurt. We use FBI 
technique here in Providence, much the same as 
the FBI used when they got Dillinger. 

“Don’t wait for them to get you. When you 
know you are dealing with armed men, treat 
‘em as such. A policeman can’t afford to wait. 
My boys can take care of themselves and I guess 
they proved it. They are good boys.” 

Detective Sergeant Stone was high in praise 
of the William Randolph Hearst Pistol Shoot. He 
said: 

“The William Randolph Hearst Pistol Shoot 
is a great thing. It keeps us in good shooting 
practice. We train like athletes for it. It keeps 
us on our toes.” 


THERS of the crack-shot quartet expressed 

a similar view. 

The pistol tournament, which will be held for 
the 16th time this year, is 10 years younger than 
the William Randolph Hearst Reserve Officers 
Training Corps rifle matches, which have been 
held annually throughout the country since 1921. 

That year 43 teams competed, but in 1946 the 
shooting ranges were crowded with 941 five-man 
teams from leading universities, colleges, military 
schools and high schools. That meant that 4,705 
individual marksmen took a bead on the targets, 
which are inspected by representatives of the 
War and Navy departments. 

Tens of thousands of others trained but did 
not qualify for she competing teams that year. 

Since the extension of the Hearst Marksman-

ship competitions in 1941 to include both junior 
and senior riflemen throughout the United States, 
more than 42,000 shooters have fired in the 
matches. 

In the William Randolph Hearst Citizen Marks- 
manship Competition, conducted in each city in 
which Hearst newspapers are published (except 
San Antonio), 25,000 adults have competed for 
the trophies. 

The William Randolph Hearst Junior Rifle 
Trophy Competition, established in 1941 for junior 
riflemen affiliated with clubs or school teams in 
any part of the continental United States, has 
had more than 17,000 youngsters, both boys and 
girls, firing their scores for regional recognition 
of their teams.

JURY of 11 women and ore 

man, sitting in Omaha, Neb., 

gave their verdict. Mrs. Rose 
Yunick, white-hvired,; portly, 54-year- 
old farm wifé, listened unbelieving|y. 
Then, tears streaming down her “face, 
she knelt and swept Tommy, Carolyn 
and Stanley Van Horn, three forlorn 
little youngsters, into her arms. 

Her husband, John, a mild-man- 
nered, kindly man of 50 with toil- 
worn hands, stoud in the background, 
beaming.» 

“It’s been. Such a long time,” he 
said. “Now they're ours.” 

Thus did“fate balance the scales 
for the Yunicks and their new 
charges, victims of a strange paren- 
tal indifference that left them bereft 
before they wee old encugh to un- 
derstand. 

The Van Horn children had never 
knowrt what it was to be wanted, and 
the Yunicks had never known what 
it was to have children. Now they 
could join hands and supply each 
other’s needs to the fullest, and for- 
get the empty past. 

Somewhere, maybe, a man and a 
woman read of what had happened, 
and remembered a momentous deci- 
sion lightly made, and asked _ them- 
selves: “What have we done?” 

Chance threw the Yunicks and 
Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Van Horn to- 
gether in 1945. Van Horn, 25, a taxi 
driver, and his wife, 19, lived im the 
24-room boarding house owned by 
the Yunicks in Omaha. 

At that time they had been married 
four years and had three children, 
Tommy, three and a half, Carolyn, 
two, and Stanley, one. 

Tommy and Carolyn played noisily 
about the house as little ones will 
and Stanley cried when the mood 
prompted him, according to time- 
honored custom. 

They were normal, healthy chil- 
dren and the Yunicks, watching them, . 
envied their parents, for the Yunicks 
had always wanted youngsters. 
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What the Yunicks did not know 
then, nor the public, was that a dis- 


turbing thing was growing in the 


Van Horns’ hearts: they did not want 
. 


their children. 

Theirs was not a vague, intangible 
irritation engendered by the mischiev- 
ousness of children and suffered at 
times by all parents. 

Theirs was an insistent desire to 
be rid of their own children, who 
were a hindrance to the furtherance 
of their personal aims. 

The Yunicks owned a small farm 
eight miles north of Omaha, and to 
this farm the Van Horns often 
brought their three youngsters while 
they went off on a trip alone. 

The Yunicks always welcomed 
such occasions. 

It seemed as though a special 
providence smiled upon them when 
Tommy, Carolyn and Stanley arrived. 
After a time they actually began to 
think of the children as their own. 

Then the Van Horns left them at 
the farm for a period of six months. 
At the end of that time they asked 
the Yunicks if they’d like to have 
Tommy, Carolyn and. Stanley—for 
keeps. Surprised, but elated, the 
Yunicks said yes. 

The Van Horns signed 
agreeing to-an adoption. 

When the story received national 
publicity a flood. of angry, protesting 
letters poured in to Omaha officials. 
A reporter questioned the Van Horns. 

“Sure we love them,” Van Horn 
said, “but we get nervous and argue 
when they're around. When they 
aren't we get along fine. So we just 
decided to give them up.” 

“The children will be much better 
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off with the Yunicks,” put in Mrs, 
Van Horn. 

“It’s really my fault,” Van Horn 
explained. “I wanted to’ rest when I[ 
came home and Mary wanted to go 
out and enjoy life. 

“She married too early and never 
had any time to be young. Maybe 
we'd have been better off if we didn't 
have the kids.” 

Both the Van Horns said their 
parents had been divorced. 

“My mother never took much in- 
terest in me or my brother and sis- 
tem,’ the young mother said. “She 
wasn't an understanding woman. She 
let me do as I wanted to, so naturally 
I went my own way.” 

Shortly after this interview the 
Van Horns dropped from sight. A 
friend said they had headed for a 
“vacation in Minnesota.” Later they 
were reported in California. 

Meantime the three Van Horn chil- 
dren romped about the Yunick farm 
and reveled in the affection being 
constantly showered on them by their 
new foster parents. 

At the adoption hearing County 
Judge Robert Troyer heard the Yu- 
nick plea and set a-date in October, 
1946, for a decision. Juvenile authori 
ties protested the adoption on the 
grounds the Yunicks were too old and 
that their health might-fail before the 
children reached maturity. 

At the October hearing Judge 
Troyer pointed out that the Yunicks 
would be over 70 when the children 
were in their teens. He denied the 
adoption petition and made _ the 
youngsters wards of the juvenile 
court. 

That blow might have discouraged 
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the average couple, but the Yunicks 
wanted their babies with a want that 
could not be denied. 

They appealed to the district 
court. Last February the case came 
up again before a jury. 

The Yunicks were there, of course. 
So were Tommy, Carolyn and Stan- 
ley. Tommy was the only one old 
enough to grasp the situation. Asked 
his views, he rose promptly and told 
the court in a clear, piping voice: 

“IT live out on the farm. I get all 
I want to eat. I've got a dog, some 
chickens and Mommy Rose and 
Daddy John treat me swell. I want 
to stay out there on the farm with 
them.” 

Then the social workers had their 
say. The Yunicks were ‘oo ol to rear 
children with hic quo- 
tients, they said. i.iec Van ..orn chil- 
dren were “above average.” 

The jury deliberated 40 minutes, 
then consented to the adoption. 

“It would have killed me if I had 
lost my babies,” sobbed Mrs. Yunick 
after the verdict. “We wouldn’t have 
let that happen,” one of the jurors 
told her. “You just stop crying. 
You've got everything in the world 
to live for.” 

You couldn’t find a gayer family 
than the five Yunicks now, Father 
Yunick has a good job in an alcohol 
plant and owns the farm and the 
rooming house. Tommy, Carolyn and 
Stanley won't ever want for anything 
if the Yunicks can help it. Best of all, 
they won't want for affection. 

But somewhere, living out“their 
lives undisturbed by the intrusion of 
the little ones they brought into the 


world, a man and a woman may.

NT life is one of the 
Studies the insect world provides. 


most fascinating 

Ants have a royal caste, worker caste, 
warrior caste, slave caste. They have gardeners, 
governesses, nursemaids, hunters. 

They live in,huge colonies in nests which are 
intricately marvelous designs of architecture and 
every ant is committed at birth to a task it pur.- 
sues for the common good of the ant hill until 
death. 

The specialized, efficient little lives of these 
insects capture the imagination of zoologists in 
general, entomologists in particular, philosophers 
and scientists. Maeterlinck was a great student 
of the ants. So were Janet, Muckermann, Wheeler, 
Forel, Moller, Lincecum, Packard, Wasman, 
Emery, Ewers, McCook. 

Sociological aspects of ant life have provided 
many a cynic with dour observations on the _ fu- 
ture of mankind. Eugene O'Neill recently indi- 
cated, the ant cometh even before the iceman and 
suggested it was time the human race let the 
ants take over. 

In the light of this suggestion let us take a 
closer look at the ant world whose population is 
many times that of the human race but which 
generally we ignore until encountering a cross- 
section of it in the picnic salad. 

We usually think of ants as wingless insects, 
and the vast majority is wingless. But the royal 
‘aste possesses Wings. These are the princesses 
who mate and become queens, each populating a 
new ant city, and the princes who mate and 
almost immediately die. 


INGED females are the largest, the winged 

males next in size, and the wingless workers 
smallest. In some species soldier workers are 
larger than workers of other castes. 

A single queen establishes every ant nest, pull- 
ing off her wings after the mating, tunneling into 
the ground, laying her eggs and feeding the 
larvae on food regurgitated from her own 
stomach. 

This food isn’t very nutritious, and there isn’t 
much of it to go around and in consequence all 
the first hatch of young ants fail to develop wings 
and turn out to be workers of the various castes. 

The next hatch of larvae is better fed, however, 
because the first hatch has gone about its business 
of stocking the larder. These workers have en- 
larged the home into a labyrinth of tunnels and 
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galleries, storerooms and nurseries and gardens. 
In some species this work is done by day-laborers 
who seem to be wholly concerned with construc- 
tion projects. 

Other ants go hunting, dragging back dead 
insectS many times larger than themselves to be 
stocked in the pantry against the needs of the 
new babies. Other food gatherers have two 
stomachs, One for their own nourishment, the 
other for fetching home the bacon for the kiddies. 

Others are herdsmen or dairy farmers who 
capture plant #ce, Aphides, and keep them in an 
ant barn, milking them for the children. 

Others go out and cram their stomachs with

honey and slush home to suspend themselves by 
their hind legs from the roof of an ant pantry 
so any youngster wanting a drop of sweet has 
only to tap the mouth of the live honey cask. 

Others, the gardeners, gather leaves and fer 
ment them and cultivate a species of fungi--a tin 
mushroom used for food, perhaps prepared i 
a sauce to go with a filet mignon of beetle. 

Not all species of ants do all these things bu 
all of them are done by one or another species, 
and in any event the second hatch of.ants is well 
nourished and some of them develop wings and 
become members of the royal caste to perpetuate 
their kind. 
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As a general rule all workers are sexless, Ht 
is suspected that many larvae are kept under- 
nourished so they will fail to develop sex and 
wings, thus keeping the labor battalions plenti 
fully supplied: 

The best-fed larvae receive: special food and 
care, have their own nurseries and are carried to 
the bottom of the nest by nursemaids if danger 
threatens. The soldier workers mobilize to repel 
invaders, 


OME ants build nests six feet in height. Others 
construct nests many feet deep and wide, with 
hundreds of antechambers. 

At least two species raid the nests of smaller 
species for slave workers. One of these species 
has become so,dependent upon its stolen slaves 
that if the slaves are taken away it starves to 
death through sheer laziness. 

That’s probably the second 
lesson mankind can draw from 
first we will come to later. 

Having studied the moth with its radar, the 
fly with its gyroscope, the bat with its supersonic 
detector, the Cyrtid fly divebomber and the other 
wonders of nature, we would be surprised, indeed, 
to learn that ants did not own some apparatus 
which mankind believes he originally created. 

Well, we need not be surprised in this regard. 
Some species have extremely delicate sound pro- 
jectors in the subsonic or supersonic plane and 
their antennae are just as delicate receivers. 

Another specie is a poison gas sprayer, rear- 
ing on‘its hind legs to inject formic acid in its 
victim or release it in such a relatively huge cloud 
it has even repelled human observers. 

The most interesting thing about the ants, 
however, is their marvelous communal efficiency 
in a society organized not for the individual but 
for the ant state as a whole, with every member 
predestined to play a part from which, during a 
lifetime, there is no diversion. 

It is this phase of ant life which has led to 
the often-repeated suggestion that the ants, if 
mankind's civilization deteriorates, may become 
the supreme, beings on earth. 

Here is a fallacy, if for no other reason than 
that God created man in His own image, giving 
him the earth and a destiny and a soul. 

Man works out his destiny under many politi- 
cal philosophies which, though they differ widely, 
nevertheless fall into one or the other of two gen 
eral groups. One respects the individual. The 
other robs the individual of his dignity. 

All forms of government do one or the other 
as do all laws, starting with the Ten Command. 
ments which exalt man’s dignity. 

Ants have neither dignity as individuals, nor in- 
telligence. All they have is subservience to habit. 

Government shows respect for the dignity. of 
the individual through the recognition of personal 
freedoms: man’s right to exercise his own intelli 
gence and initiative and imagination, select his 
own vocation, acquire property, elect his own 
leaders, worship God in his own fashion, speak 
his belief without fear of reprisal, dwell with his 
loved ones in a home which is his castle, not to 
be violated by the state. 

Government divests man of his dignity by the 
restriction of individual liberties, the restraint of 
free enterprise, the establishment of class and 
racial and religious distinctions, denial of freedom 
of speech, press and assembly, the imposition of 
minority will upon the majorities.

HE German philosopher Nietzsche, sometimes 

incoherent and anti-Christian son of a minister, 
struggled through a series of brainstorms to such 
a pinnacle of presumption to superior intellect 
that he advocated a complete rearrangement of 
mankind’s moral values and the establishment of 
a small aristocracy of supermen which would 
“master the world upon the broad basis of medi- 
ocré, organized, disciplined and _  class-c vided 
humanity predestined for obedience and routine 
labor.” 

Why, the ants have lived through the ages in 
the very state Nietzsche—-who thought he had a 
new idea-——proposed for man! 

Another German philosopher, Karl Marx, 
preached the emancipation of the working classes 
through a doctrine of subservience to the state 
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Honey Ants Are Living Casks Whose Golden Food Supply Is Tapped by the Workers. 


and the suppression of individual dignity and 
free enterprise. 

This theery, as it was brought into practice 
by his disciple Lenin, to the misery of Russia’s 
millions, enslaved the workers as completely as 
Nietzsche dreamed of doing. 

In theory the Nietzschean and Marxian doc- 
trines differ widely. In practice they are closely 
akin as the ants prove. As Marx preached and as 
Russia practices, men must “accept the subordi- 
nate role assigned to them by the dictates of 
economic circumstance,” 

Even as the ants! 

P. D. Ouspensky, in his book, “A New Model 
of the Universe,” comments upon the communis- 
tic Jyranny of ant life just as Maeterlinck did. 
Ouspensky goes a step further and suggests that 
at one time ants did possess superior intelligence 
but it eventually became atrophied by automatic 
habit automatically handed down from generation 
to generation. 

Of the ants he wrote: 

“They organized the whole of their life on the 
principles of a kind of ‘Marxism’ which seemed 


to them very exact and scientifia ‘They realized 
the socialistic order of things, entirely subju- 
gating the individual to the interests of the com- 
munity And thus they destroyed every pos- 
sibility for an individual to develop and separate 
himself f1om the general masses.” 

Perhaps it might be indicated that this is only 
an opinion. In fact only man has, or has had, 
intelligence. That it is that distinguishes him 
from lower forms of life. Intelligence is his 
specific distinction. 

The question thus logically proposed is not 
whether the ants will ever take over rule of the 
‘arth from man. That’s preposterous! 


T IS whether man, submitting to the subjugation 

of his dignity and individuality and enterprise 
under Communism, will eventually lose his in- 
telligence and exist like the ant. 

Man cannot lose his intelligence. That would 
be to change his nature. He could “forget how 
to use his intelligence” or “because of non.use 
his intelligence will become so atrophied that he 
will never use it.”

HETHER tapping a primitive 
telegraph key in a battered 
wireless shack, or sitting be- 

hind a desk directing electronic de- 
velopment, Jack Binns has spent most 
of his life saving people by radio. 

Thirty-eight years ago, Binns was 
the hero of two continents after he had 
effected the first rescue by wireless 
of passengers on a sinking ship. He 
was feted and a movie was based on 
his exploit. He rode the crest of the 
wave of public acclamation. 

Today, the former telegraph op- 
erator is a portly executive, president 
of a larve company engaged in ¢lec 
tronic research and production. He's 
still saving people by radio. 

One night in 1909, Binns, 25-year- 
old wireless operator on the big 
liner Republic, was thrown from his 
bunk by a sudden jolt. There was a 
crashing sound over his head, as a 
giant mast fell across the wireless 
Shack. All the lights.went out. 

He stumbled to ‘the door of the 
Shack and saw, dim in the fog, the 
prow of another big ship jammed 
into the Republic amidship. One quick 
look told him the worst—-the ship was 
going to sink. 3 

He felt his way back to the wire- 
less set, but his searching fingers told 
him the worst. It was broken, Work- 
ing in the dark, with cold fingers, he 
repaired it. Then he remembered 
that the dynamos were flooded. 

The storage batteries were dry 
and dead. He filled them with water. 
Finally he got a tiny spark, and then 
he set to work sending out the distress 
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signal of those times, “CQD, CQD.” 

He still didn’t have too much hope, 
for himself or for the 800-odd pas- 
sengers on board. 

Even if there were ships within 
range of the feeble spark, it was 
doubtful they carried wireless sets. 

An answer came back through the 
fog, from the Baltic, a‘liner capable 
of rescuing all the persons on board. 
Binns and the Baltic’s operator stuck 
to their keys, trying to get the two 
ships together. 

inally, by setting off detonators 
at pre-arranged times, thé ships were 
guided together, and the rescue made. 

“It was a close shave,” Binns re- 
minisces now. “Pouring water into a 
dry storage battery might not work 
again in a thousand years,” 

Despite the praise and the plaudits 
Binns received, his work that night 
had far more important results than 
to make a hero out of him. 

The entire world, for 
time, became aware of the value of 
wireless. It wasn’t long before in- 
ternational regulations required that 
every ship be equipped with radio. 

Binns himself remained a wireless 
operator for a few years, then, during 
World War I, he joined the Royal 
Flying Corps in Canada. 

Born in England, Binns had mar- 
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ried an American girl and had taken 
out citizenship papers, but he couldn't 
stay away from excitement. 

After the war, he was radio and 
aviation editor for a couple of New 
York newspapers, and then he met 
Prof. Alan Hazeltine. 

The distinguished scientist had 
developed the neutrodyne, a way to 
stop the squeals in radio, and wanted 
help in developing his inventions. 

Binns volunteered. He’s now presi- 
dent of the Hazeltine Corporation. 

Once 800-odd people had Binns to 
thank for their lives? Since the out- 
break of World War II, many more, 
although they may not have been con- 
scious of Binns’ role, have been saved 
by his indirect efforts. 

rlis role in wartime rescues began 
when the War and Navy departments 
asked the Hazeltine Corporation to 
aid in developing IFF, “Identification 
Friend or Foe,” outgrowth of radar. 

Most people know the secret of 
radar. Impulses are sent out, and 
return, like an echo, from any object 
they encounter. The operator sees 
the image of the object on a screen. 

What the Hazeltine Corporation 
was asked to do was to develop a 
way by which the operator would 
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know exactly what and exactly where 
the object was-—-and whether it was 
friend or foe. After months of re- 
search, the scientists came back with 
the answer, IFF. 

In this system; the impulse is sent 
out, but not to return as an echo. 
If it finds any friendly ship, plane, 
or beacon, it trips the apparatus with 
which that ship is equipped, and a 
coded impulse returns. 

The skilled operator can then tell 
not only that there is something, but 
what and where and whose it is. 

Binns’ firm is now busy with a 
system to avoid collision on both sea 
and air in civilian travel. Known as 
LANAC, (Laminar Navigation Anti- 
Collision) a combination of radar and 
IFF, with new developments. 

One of its features is that ships 
and planes can know at a glance 
exactly how far distant any other 
Similarly-equipped ship, plane or Mand 
point may be. 

Three airplanes, flying completely 
blind but equipped with LANAC, re- 
cently made safe landings in quick 
succession without danger. 

No pilot could see outside his ship, 
yet each knew, every second, his exact 
location and the location of the other 
ships and the field. 

“It’s been a long time since that 
first collision,” says Jack Binns, “and 
yet the danger of collision today is 
as great as ever. It looks as though 
now that in the immediate future we 
can make the airlines and the seas 
completely safe from this danger.”

Binns first became famous as a life 
saver. He's still going strong.

WO arrows in his body, the old 
bull buffalo halted and ‘turned 
at bay. Seconds ticked by. 

A rifle bullet ripped into him. He 
lunged, toppled slowly down, quivered 
a moment, lay still. 

The great Rawlins, Wyo., Cham- 
ber of Commerce buffalo hunt of 1947 
was on. 

A few minutes later and it was 
over. Two more bull buffaloes and a 
cow had been slaughtered. For each, 
two arrows, a wait, the bullet. 

The’ Buffala Hunt for Bowmen 
was the featured event of a Pageant 
of the Old West staged at Rawlins 
last winter. Bowmen all over the 
country were invited. Only a handful 
accepted. . 

The site was a valley between a 
hill and a butte on the Isadore Bolten 
ranch near town. Bolten provided the 
buffaloes from a small herd of his 
own. All Rawlins was massed on 
the hill—a holiday had been declared, 
stores and schools were closet. 

Preceding the hunt some 20_ buf- 
faloes, herded by cowboys, ‘were 
driven past the spectators. Two hun- 
dred yards from where the herd was 
halted, a truck containing three bulls 
was backed up. Six archers, who had 
tossed a coin for position, lined up. 

The tail gate of the truck dropped. 
The first bull made a frantic dash for 
the herd. The archers apparently 
were stricken with buck-fever—dur- 
ing the bull’s 200-yard run not a bow- 
string twanged. 
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The archers moved-up close to the 
herd. A cowboy cut a bull from the 
herd and drove it out. The two arrows 
went home. When a stopwatch gave 
the word, a state game warden shot 
the bull with a high-powered rifle. 

The other two bulls ran the gantlet 
but their end was the same. Mean- 
while a wild arrow had killed a cow 
in the herd. 

There were no cheers from the 
spectators. 

Originally, it was intended to make 
the buffalo hunt an annual event. 
Now its future appears uncertain. 

Some of the Rawlins citizens as- 
serted that the 1947 affair had been 
too brutal ever to be repeated. Arch- 
ers throughout the country declared 
that it had given archery a bad name. 

Many Chamber of Commerce 
members, however, and some of the 
participating archers felt satisfied 
the “hunt” had a promising future, es- 
pecially if the archers were left free 
to finish the job. 

Field archers say that their razor- 
sharp broadhead arrows are the most 
humane hunting weapon that exists, 
but some of them felt that the rules 
of the Rawlins affair bore no rela- 
tionship to sportsmanship. 

The rules, as promulgated by the 
Rawlins Chamber of Commerce, for- 
bade archers to shoot at less than 75 
yards distance. Even the greatest 


bowmen cannot attain killing accu- 
racy at this distance. 

Then it appeared that the bowmen 
were not to stalk the game nor ride 
it down. Instead, the buffaloes were 
to be brought to their executioners 
in a truck. 

Roy Hoff, of Los Angeles, Calif., 
editor of Archery Magazine, was one 
of the first to act. He telephoned 
the Rawlins Chamber of Commerce, 
appealed to their sense of fair play 
and decency, begged them not to go 
through with their buffalo hunt. 

He was told, he says, that if he 
had any business of his own, now 
would be a good time to mind it. 

He telephoned A. J. Michelson, 
Flint, Mich., president of the National 
Field Archery Association, represent- 
ing more than 5,000 bowmen. Michel- 
son joined Hoff in rousing the na- 
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tion’s archers to protest. 

They appealed to the American 
Humane Association. ILIts president, 
Robert F. Sellar, wrote Governor Les- 
ter C. Hunt of Wyoming. The gov- 
ernor replied that the Wyoming Leg- 
islature had made the laws permitting 
bow-and-arrow huniing; he assumed 
the Rawlins folk would comply with 
the laws. 

Even the President of the United 
States was urged to intervene, Hoff 
says. Rawlins stood adamant. 

The Archery Association and the 
Humane Association sent Hoff to 
Rawlins. He, held a meeting and ex- 
plained that, if the “hunt” must go 
on, the conditions could be changed. 

At 75 yards, he explained, even 
the best bowman would feel under 
such pressure that he would probably 
miss vital spots in his target. With 
every hunter allowed unlimited ar- 
rows, a buffalo might be as studded 
with shafts as a porcupine with 
quills and still live; public reaction, 


he said, would be bad. 

The rules were changed. The mini- 
mum distance now read, “as closely 
as the contestant felt safe.” No more 
than two arrows must hit each ani- 
mal. If two arrows failed to kill with- 
in one minute, the rifle was to finish 
off the wounded animal. 

That much the sportsmen and the 
Humane Association accomplished. 

According to the Rawlins Cham- 
ber of Commerce three bulls had to 
be destroyed, to balance the breeding 
stock in the Bolten herd. The man 
who dressed out the carcasses was 
prepared to make affidavit that the 
arrow wounds were fatal. They would 
have killed through hemorrhage in- 
stead of the bullet’s shock, he said. 

They would have killed in five 
minutes, without the bullets, the 
dresser-out said. 

The archers who protested against 
the Rawlins hunt were commended 
by the Humane authorities. 

Archers speak of the great pene- 
trating power of broadhead arrows at 
relatively short distances. Riflemen 
hunters say that penetration is not 
the killing factor. They point out that 
many animals, with holes shot 
through their entire bodies, escape 
to die lingering deaths in hiding. 

Big game hunters in general de- 
cry under-powered, tunder-calibred 
rifles by the same taken. They favor 
high-speed ammunition for long 
ranges, but they insist that only hol- 
low-nosed or soft-nosed, expanding 
bullets for game is sporting. The ex- 
panding missile shocks as much as it 
penetrates. It destroys so much tis- 
sue that death comes quickly. 

An arrow, they say, must hit a 
vital spot, or it’s worse than wasted.

One shot, too, is all the bowman usu- 
ally gets. An arrow is silent, but a 
bow is not. Its string twangs, and 
it cannot be reloaded as fast as a 
rifle. 

Trucking the game to the kill, as 
in the Rawlins hunt, is reminiscent 
of the “carted deer” hunts of Eng- 
land, which humane societies there 
have been trying to legislate against 
since 1925. The deer were brought to 
the hunt meet in a cart. 

Now, transported by truck, they 
are released in sight of hounds and 
hunters and run down until they are 
too worn out to resist when two 
huntsmen seize the antlers and a 
third slits the throat. Public opinion 
is so strongly against carted hunts 
that only two of them now remain. 

At Rawlins they raffled the hides 
and heads and sent the proceeds to a 
hospital in Salt Lake City, Utah. 

They also offered to distribute the 
dressed meat. A lot of people found 
they’d lost their taste for buffalo beef.

"Till Death Us Do Part’ 


ECAUSE of what Stanford White had done, 
Evelyn Nesbit told Harry Thaw that she 
would not marry him. 

She told him, in a heartrending scene one 
night m June, 1903, that if she did not care for 
him so much she might be tempted to marry him, 
but that she would not for his own good. 

At that time the world did not know the shock- 
ing details of what had occurred in White’s 
apartment, when Evelyn was only 16 years and 
nine months old. 

The whole truth was not to become a matter 
of public knowledge until more than three years 
later. 

In 1903, the world knew White as a master 
architect who had grown rich in his profession. 

New York knew him also as a freehanded 
patron of the arts who customarily moved only 
in the highest circles of society. 

It was not until later that he came to be 
described as “the most oriental and luxurious 
rake in his subtle and splendid equipment for the 
ruin of women that New York has ever known.” 

Evelyn, recuperating from a serious appendec- 
tomy that spring of her 19th year, poured forth 
her story to Thaw in an apartment on the 
Avenue Matignon, Paris, after the wealthy 32- 
year-old bachelor had persuaded her and her 
mother to go abroad at his expense. 

As she recounted what White had done on the 
night of Oct. 1, 1901, agonized sobs burst from 
him. Years later he would still weep at the 
memory, according to his friend and admirer, Bill 
Dannenberg. 

He tried to tell her that she had not been to 
blame, that he was her friend and would always 
take care 6f her. No matter what had happened 
in the past, he wanted her. 

All through” that tortured night, while he 
listened and pleaded and spoke his love, she clung 
desperately to her insistence that it would hurt 
him with his family, that it would not be a good 
thing for him to marry her. 

People had said things about her. 
about Stanford White. 

“In my own mind,” Thaw wrote long after- 
ward, “I tried to find something to 
excuse White. 

“I tried again and again, moment 
by moment, to find some possible 
excuse, 

“But instead of finding a pallia- 
tion for his crimes, he became blacker 
and blacker with everything she told 
me all that long night, and for days 
afterward, and for month after month. 

“White’s true character was not 
well known—did not my friends 
take supper at his horrible Tower?—-and his 
viciousness seemed incredible to those who knew 
him only as a great architect and a man of agree- 
able manners,” 

Harry Thaw’s upbringing, as a. cultured, trav- 
eled scion of a socially eminent family, had no 
more prepared him for this shattering blow than 
had Evelyn’s poverty-hampered upbringing pre- 
pared her to meet the menace of Stanford White. 


They knew 


HAW’S life up till then had been an easy, 
untroubled parade of diversions—trips abroad, 

mountain-climbing expeditions, dinners and dances 
and set-tos at whist, a game at which he excelled. 

In the usual course of events, he would have 
married someone of his own station and settled 
himself comfortably jnto the varied employment 
of his inherited millions. 

Instead it had been his fate to fall in love with 
this innocent victim of a voluptuary’s fancy. 

Here in Paris——the same Paris where, three 
years before, he had gaily hired Sousa’s Band, 
no less, to entertain his dinner guests at the Ritz 

this stricken little beauty sat before him and 
told him she could never become his wife. 

In her story and her rejection of him, Harry 
Thaw faced a reality far more frightening than 
any Alpine glacier. 

Confronting him was a 
smash up his whole life. 

“Whatever I said, 1 must have worded my 
‘ause well,” he was to write of that night, ‘for I 
could see in Evelyn’s face how much she was 
affected. I saw her unshed tears. Her answer 
was as sable as death, yet in her eyes I read 
consent and more. 

“They grew darker_and more humid as I told 
her that what happened was not her fault. 

“Long hours we took; she cried, but the con- 
sent in her eyes remained unspoken. 

“Her resolution was firm--she would not allow 
me to suffer as she had suffered so bitterly.” 
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Harry Thaw, however, was not to escape his 
share of suffering. 

From Paris, the baffled suitor, his manservant, 
Bedford, and the Nesbits traveled to London, and 
Evelyn met Thaw’s sister Alice, the Countess of 


Yarmouth. (As he put it, “They found no antip- 
athy toward each other.) 

In London, where Thaw lived at the Carlton 
and the Nesbits at the Claridge, an old quarrel 
flared up between the mother and daughter. 

Mrs. Nesbit, influenced by her obligations to 
Stanford White, demanded that Evelyn return 
with her to New York. 

Evelyn, who knew what that would mean, re- 
belled, with the result that the mother presently 
sailed away while the girl remained with Thaw. 

“Evelyn and I were free now,” ‘Thaw wrote. 

They traveled over England and the contin- 
ent. Holland, the Rhine, Munich, Innsbruck in 
the Austrian Tyrol, Switzerland, and finally to 
Paris-again. 

“There was no sorrow for either of us other- 
wise, not at the places we passed and where we 
stopped, for we liked each spot and we liked each 
other more than all,” he wrote. “Yet even when 
we were going along beautiful roads, I remember 
poor Evelyn crying because we could not settle 
down to live like other people.” 

Over them, he well realized, hovered a shadow 
he feared he might never be able to dispel. 

The shadow grew blacker that fall. 

Evelyn returned in October, Thaw a week or 
so later. As he trotted down the gangplank, one 
of the Thaw family attorneys appeared and 
warned him that White’s lawyers planned to 
“make trouble.” Indeed, they were already mak- 
ing trouble. 

Already a campaign to win Evelyn from the 
Pittsburgher had gotten under way, a conspiracy 
of intimidation and mind-poisoning and character 
assault that the notorious law firm of Howe & 
Iitummel was well fitted to wage. 


As Thaw Entered Evelyn's Dressing 
Room a Private Detective Warned 
Him That Thugs of the Vicious East- 
man Gang Were Looking for Him. 


They had painted Thaw in the most poisonous 
colors. ‘They had tried to make Evelyn swear 
that he had threatened to kill her if she did not 
make serious charges against White. 

They had tried to make the girl sue Thaw for 
breach of promise. But, she had fought them off. 

e The Thaw lawyers were frightened. At their 
insistence, and greatly against -his own inclina 
tions, Thaw agreed not to see Evelyn again until 
her next birthday, Dec. 25th. (Thaw, and Evelyn, 
too, thought she was a year younger than she 
actually was. Both therefore believed that she 
was not yet 18.) 

In the ensuing weeks, Evelyn prepared to re- 
sume her stage career, and sometimes encountered 
White at gatherings— she would never permit 
herself to be alone with him-—-while Thaw 
retired to his mother’s mansion in Pittsburgh. 

“When he first entered the house,” the mother, 
Mary Copley Thaw, was to testify, “his manner 
was utterly different. He had an absent-minded, 
despairing look, as if he had lost interest in 
everything. 

“At breakfast time I 
more strongly. -the same 
stracted look, as if he was 
problem.

td | FE was very fond of music-I remember he 
left the table and went to the drawing room, 
and I heard the piano, very violently playing at 
first, then it gradually grew softer and he came 
back and conversed as usual. 

“Whatever had been troubling him, apparently 
he had thrown it off. 

“This sort of thing happened several times 
leaving the table. Even if there was a little com- 
pany there, he would leave as though he had taken 
his share in the conversation as long as he could, 
and I would hear the same thing—the piano play 
ing, and then softer and softer, and he would 
come back again and resume, excuse himself and 
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go away, and then come back and resume 

“But the most marked feature was his wake- 
fulmess at night. 

“His room was next to mine, and I would hear 
perhaps a smothered sob:..I would knock at the 
door and he would not tell me what the trouble 
was. 

“Other nights I would see the light. I would 
see a faint light under the door, and maybe 3 or 
4 o’clock in the morning, I would go in and find 
him sitting up dressed. 

“I would ask him why he was not in bed, and 
he would say, ‘It is no use going to bed—lI cannot 
sleep.’ 

“I am not of a prying disposition but I would 
ask him if he could not tell me the trouble, and 
he would say that it was impossible.” 

The period of separation from Evelyn neared 
an end. . Thaw wrote her that they would be to- 
gether again on Christmas Eve. 


@ hp that night, at about 11, he and several 
friends drove to the Madison Square Theatre 
on 24th st., where Evelyn was appearing in “The 
Girl From Dixie.” 

As Thaw entered Evelyn’s dressing room, a 
private detective named Heitman, whom he had 
prudently retained, stopped him and said he had 
reason to believe that thugs of the vicious Monk 
Eastman gang were hovering in the immediate 
vicinity. 

“As you came along, 
“T heard one of them say, “That’s him! 
him!” 

Thaw borrowed a revolver and presently, not 
being molested, he and Evelyn and the others 
were enjoying themselves at Rector’s. 

Evelyn confided that White had expected her 
to attend a gathering in the architect’s apartment 
in Madison Square Garden Tower, and added, “He 
must be furious!” 

Very soon both learned just how furious White 
had been rendered by this defeat. 

One of those who had attended the Tower 
party was Sam Shubert, manager of the Madison 
Square Theatre. 

He informed Evelyn that White had seemed 

to quote testimony——“very much upset.” 

White had gone out at intervals, and when he 
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the detective whispered, 
That's 


returned he kept muttering to himself and looked 
“very excited.” 

It developed that White had visited the theatre 
twice to fetch Evelyn disregarding an old rule 
never to be seen at a stage entrance——and each 
time had been informed that she'd already gone. 

Benjamin Bowman, the doorman of the theatre, 
was to testify about this incident as follows: 

®. What did Stanford White say to you? A. 
He asked for Miss Nesbit and I told him she had 
gone, and he said I was a wear. J 
told him to go back to the dressing room, and he 
did, and when he came out he had a revolver in his 
hand, holding it at his side this way (indicating) 
and he asked me who she had went with. I told 
him and he said, ‘I’m going to try and find and 
kill that 

(). Who was it you told him that she had gone 
away with? A. Mr. Thaw. 

©. What did he say? <A. He said “I am going 
to find and kill that be 
fore daylight!” 

G. How soon thereafter did you tell that to 
Thaw? A. About four days. 

It. was this incident, Dannenberg recalled, 
which caused Thaw, on the advice of Chief of 
Police Roger O'Mara of Pittsburgh, to carry a 


gun whenever he was in New York henceforth. 
He took other defensive measures. He hired 
detectives to gather evidence of White’s extra- 
marital activities, and he saw to it that Anthony 
Comstock, head of the New York Society for the 
Suppression of Vice, investigated the same ac- 
tivities. Agents went to work for White, too, 
The spring of 1904 there was a sort of truce 
in the ominous duel, for both the adversaries 
went abroad. Again Evelyn was with Thaw.

In November, Thaw was again with his mother 
in Pittsburgh. The-mother saw that 
he was still very disturbed. 

@. Finally did he either in answe: 
to questions that you put to him, o: 
, of his own motion tell you what the 
trouble that he was laboring under 
was? A. He finally did one night. 
I rather insisted that he must tell me. 

Even then she did not ask the girl’s name. 

Mrs. Thaw told of an incident that happened 
while he and she were in church: 

“Toward the close of the service, as the choir 
was singing Kipling’s Recessional Hymn to that 
beautiful music of DeKoven’s, I heard a sob, and 
a shower of tears fell on the program he was 
holding. 

“T put my hands on him and gave him a little 
shake, and he recovered himself. 

“As we were driving home, I said, ‘Why did 
you forget yourself in church?’ He replied, ‘Ii 
suddenly came over me, if this dreadful thing 
had not happened, she might have been with us 
here.’ ”’ 

Harry was with his mother again the following 
Maren: 

“He told me her name. He told me how she 
had been induced to go on the stage, how he 
had wanted to discourage her from it, wanted to 
send her to school, and so forth, but that he had 
very little help or encouragement from her mother 
in his efforts to protect, to befriend, the child 
as he constantly called her. 

“T realized that unless he did marry her it 
would be this trregular way, and I thoughtJt was 
the lesser of two evils for him to marry her. 

“That was my point of view, yet I never ha: 
seen her. He asked me if I would be willing to go 
on to New York and see her. 

“T replied that I would. He asked whether |! 
would be willing that he should marry her, afte. 
having seen her, and bring her home. I said | 
would be. , 

“T said, ‘I am the only one home now. I am 
quite willing to do my share if you will do~— i! 
you and she will do yours.’ I made only one 
condition. May I say one thing in addition?” 

@. Was it a part of the conversation, madam ? 
A. No. I mean—lI want to say that I did noi 
make it a condition that she should not see he, 
mother——-her mother was never brought in. But 
I did make it a condition that if he married her 
and brought her to my house, that her past was 
to be a closed book, that I did not ask about it, 
and I did not wish to hear about it. 


ER son wrote later, “We were too many. 
Evelyn objected again, but for the last time.” 

They were married in Pittsburgh, in the home 
of a clergyman, on April 4, 1905. Both mothers 
were present, and a few others. Then the couple 
went away. They went first to Chicago, then 
headed west. 

Colorado...the Grand Canyon...California.. . 
Canada. Summer in the Thaws’ mountain camp, 
winter in the family house in Pittsburgh. 

The newlyweds had planned to go abroad in 
the spring of 1906 with Mrs. Thaw, Sr., but the 
boats were crowded so Mrs. Thaw Sr. sailed first, 
and they saw her off. Harry got reservations 
aboard the Kaiserin Augusta for June 28th. 

Harry Thaw and his bride, however, were 
destined not to take that trip. Three days before 
the sviling, those shots were fired in Madison 
Square Garden.

Miracles before they could 
put one piece of glass back.”

Harold Brickman of Chi- 
caga, ILil., takes a less grue- 
some ‘view of things, but he 
also believes that “the re- 
sponsibilities of driving au- 
tomobiles should not be 
placed upon the shoulders 
of teen-agers. Youngsters 
going through the adoles- 
cent stage are inclined to be 
a bit hasty in wanting to 
operate vehicles. While this 
is natural, they do lack ordi- 
nary patience and cool 
nerves, which are greatly 
needed in guarding the 
safety of pedestrians as 
well as themselves. When 
danger looms, an immature 
driver may become. con- 
fused and lose all common 
sense...” 


Douglas F. Nagle at Fort 
Lewis, Washington, holds a 
job as accident investigator 
and he offers some good ad- 
vice. “I have told hundreds 
of teen-agers that the car 
you drive is only as good as 
the driver,’”’ he says. “The 
first thing you should do is

A 20-year-old commercial 
photographer in Baltimore, 
Md., writes: “Since I de- 
pend on my car for a liveli- 
hood, I feel strongly about 
teen-agers behind the wheel. 

“To state an example of 
what teen-agers are doing 
with their reckless driving, 
I understand that at least 
two insurance companies 
will not insure a car unless 
the owner is over 22. They 
tell me that fully 60 per 
cent of the traffic accidents 
in the U. S. last year were 
the fault of reckless driv- 
ing by teen-agers. Driving 
tests are too easy. 

‘“Teen-agers have no sense 
about overloading their cars. 
My only accident was when 
a lad of 17 tried to put his 
motor in my trunk while I 
was waiting for a red light. 
He was driving a roadster 
designed to hold not more 
than five, but if I remember 
correctly he had either eight 
or nine passengers in it...”

I like good food and, like most people who very seldom 


are able to have the kitchen 
to themselves, I like to 
spend time in preparing it.

Summer sun and 
heat can be mighty uncom- 
fortable for baby. 


The Daily Bath 


ROPER care for the 

young set starts with 
the daily bath. During the 
warmer months tepid water 
is better than water that is 
too warm. Use mild soap, 
lots of it, but don’t scrub 
too hard. 

Dry the tot thoroughly. 


There’s nothing itchier than 
putting baby-soft garments 
on a Slightly damp skin. 
Itching, as you’ know, 
causes scratching which, if 
persisted in, leaves red, 
bruised areas. 

The towel you use should 
be soft and large enough to 
envelop the little body and 
keep drafts away. AS ex- 
tra insurance against damp- 
ness follow with a little 
baby powder. 

Morning Routine 
HE morning routine can 
be simple and fast, too. 

Wash hands and face. Be- 
fore dressing apply a mild 
antiseptic baby lotion to 
areas that are likely to 
chafe or get extra heavy 
wear ——like knees and el. 
bows. Don’t forget cheeks, 
chin and hands. 

This protection serves 
several purposes. The lo. 
tion’ is soothing in places 
where . perspiration might 
accumulate. And the areas 
most likely to be soil- 


stained are protected, mak- . 


ing scrubbing at bathtime 
almost unnecessary. Pro- 
tection is also afforded 
against sun and wind. 
Your baby’s sun baths 
should be carefully super- 
vised. Ask your doctor how 
long first exposure to sun 
may be. You'll probably be 
told that one minute’s sun- 
shine on front, another on 
back, is sufficient at first. 
The time increase should 
be very graduak and the 
skin should never be unpro- 
tected. Let your doctor 
advise you regarding pro- 
tective sun lotions. . 


Protect Baby 


BASS eyes and head 
should be shielded from 
the sun’s direct rays at all 
times, and the hours before 
11 in the morning and after 


three or four in the after- 
noon are recommended for 
first sun baths, since heat 
is not too mtense at these 
times of the day. 

Toddlers, too, should be- 
gin sunning routines on a 
minute'schedule. But since 
toddlers and older children 
run around in sun suits all 
summer, it’s a little more 
difficult to keep track of 
their sunning moments 
That is when protective lo- 
tion is especially important. 

Your child’s summer pro- 
gram should, then, consist 
mainly of scrupulous clean- 
liness, protection against 
irritation, itehing, chafing 
and so forth, and proper lu- 
brication on exposed areas. 

And that, as you undoubt- 
edly know, is an equally 
good program for active 
young mamas.
